FTC quizzes pubs in pre- 
liminary negotiations — 
reach tentative agreement

NEW YORK, March 6.—According to 
John G. Paine, chairman of Music Pub- 
lishers’ Protective Association, the com- 
mittee representing the music pubs 
made definite progress in its meeting 
last week with the Federal Trade Com- 
mission toward the setting up of a 
code of fair trade practices for the in- 
dustry. Music pub representatives, in 
addition to Paine, were Sam Fox, Ralph 
Peere, E. B. Marks, Lou Diamond, John 
o’Connor, J. J. Bregmgan and a rep- 
resentative of the law office of Judge 
Joseph V. McKee, counsel for MPPA. 

Pubs were cross-examined by the FTC, 
the latter trying to determine how well 
the industry was living up to the present 
code, which is a voluntary agreement en- 
tered into by the industry as a pledge 
of its desire to abide by fair trade prac- 
tices. 

After the FTC received a clear idea 
of the workings of the music industry 
the discussion centered around the ques- 
tion of how the new code was to be 
worded. A tentative agreement was then 
reached as to the definition of fair and 
unfair trade practices. This is to be 
submitted to the full FTC next week 
and, in the event of approval, the body 
will pass on the petition for a trade 
conference and arrange the time and 
place.

Author of Calif. Outdoor Bill Denies 
Theater Interests Instigated Proposal 


SACRAMENTO, Calif.. March 8— 
Assemblyman Eugene Flint, Los Angeles, 
whose Assembly Bill No. 532 providing 
a mandatory daily license fee ranging 
from $375 to $450 maximums upon all 
traveling outdoor amusement organiza- 
tions in the State, insists that his bill 
was introduced entirely of his own 
initiative. He emphatically denied that 
the proposal was made to the California 
Legislature at the instigation of the- 
atrical interests. 

Only established theaters, aside from 
church, civic and fraternal enterprises, 
are exempted from his suggested sweep- 
ing tax legislation. Flint’s first formal 
statement on the bill says: 

“I introduced the dill (A. B. 532) dur- 
ing the first session of the Legislature, 
and it was not done at the insistence 
or suggestion of amusement or the- 
atrical operators. 

“I found—and am determined to cor- 
rect—a situation in which the State has 


never taxed traveling shows, circuses or 
carnivals, altho they have been taxed 
by counties and municipalities. 

“It is important to understand that 
the bill does not affect church socials, 
civic or fraternal enterprises. That is 
hardly my purpose. 

“In a way, I think the $250-a-day tax 
for the shows will help to eliminate 
the fakers and small outfits which are 
@ menace to our:small merchants. 

“They come in and clean up the 
towns. Under my bill they would either 
have to improve or fold up. Both 
courses are highly desirable. 

“The people will profit and so will the 
State thru the collections by the board 
of equalization. 

“Let me reiterate that I introduced 
it for myself and for no particular 
group.” 

Flint’s bill is in the judiciary com- 
mittee and there has been no indica-

Proposed Zoning Rules To Protect 


N. Y. World’s Fair Concessioners 


NEW YORK, March 6.—Zoning rules 
being urged for the World’s Fair by 
Park Commissioner Robert Moses and 
fair officials are precipitating renewed 
protests from property owners located 
near the site of the 1939 exposition. 
Delegates representing involved citizens 
are demanding that the proposed re- 
strictions of activity on near-by property 
during the operation of the fair be 
modified at least to some extent. - The 
rules, urged by Moses and the fair, are 
designed to protect exhibitors, conces- 
sioners and showmen paying for space 
within the grounds from unfair com- 
petition on the outside, as well as a 
means aiding the general appearance of 
approaches to the fair. 


Rules would prohibt tourist camps, 
amusements and entertainments and 
food concessions within a mile of the 
grounds, and property owners are howl- 
ing that such restrictions would deprive 
them of the only opportunity to make 
— and get back a part of their 

es. 


From another front of the fair board 
word comes that approximately 1,000 
applications have been received for 


grounds and that more are coming in 
daily. According to reports, about 100 
such concessions will be given space and 
will be distributed among people of

Dickstein Bill 
Is So Amended

Importation ban modified 
in committee, author tells 
Hamid, who urged change 


NEW YORK, March 6.—George A. 
Hamid, outdoor booker and producer 
of circus, park and fair attractions, who 
has been waging a fight to have the 
Dickstein Bill altered so as not to affect 
performers engaged in outdoor show 
business, late today received word direct 
from Samuel Dickstein, author of the 
bill, that it had been amended by a 
committee in the House along the lines 
he urged. Bill, restricting the importa- 
tion of professional artists, would seri- 
ously affect circuses, carnivals and parks 
in this country if passed in its original 
form. Hamid has been urging New 
York Senators Robert F. Wagner and 
Royal S. Copeland, as well as Dickstein 
direct, to have it altered so as not to 
affect the outdoor performer. 

According to Hamid, Dickstein’s re- 
sponse, in part, read: “I am in receipt of 
your letter of February 26, together with 
a copy of letter sent by you to Senator 
Wagner, and in reply wish to state that 
the features you object to in the bill 
have been eliminated and the bill 
amended so that the facts stated there- 
in no longer apply.”

Duffy, Daly Copyright Bills 
Slated for Senate Hearings 


Duffy measure, if passed, will retard creative enter- 


prise, according to Paine 


of MPPA—Daly bill, spon- 


sored by NAPA, seeks royalties for interpretive artist 


NEW YORK, March 6.—With hearings on the Duffy Copyright Bill scheduled 
to be heard shortly by the Senate Patent Committee, John G. Paine, chairman of 
Music Publishers’ Protective Association, has come out as strongly opposed to the 


measure. 


“Should the Duffy Bill pass,” says Paine, “there will be a definite re- 


tardation of creative enterprise” in that the measure materially cuts down the 
possibility of satisfactory control of unlimited exploitation of the creator’s work. 


Copyright is intended primarily to encourage the artist, says Paine. 
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Up to now 
this encouragement has been offered by 
extending to creators or to their pub- 
lishers the broadest type of exclusive 
control of copyright work so as to assure 
the author substantial financial returns 
in exchange for the entertainment or 
cultural benefits gained by the public. 
Paine points out Duffy’s conception, 
however, is that the public not only has 
the right of enjoyment and benefits that 
flow from creative effort but also com- 
mercial rights in and to these creative 
works.

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802 Sees National Problem in

Rosenberg to urge AFM convention to spread drive for 
theater jobs—sees need for regulating recording nation- 
ally—also pressing for security tax reform

NEW YORK, March 6.—Local 802 of the American Federation of Musicians 
will urge intensification of its theater drive at the annual AFM convention to be 
held in Louisville June 8, according to Jack Rosenberg, president of the local. 
Rosenberg, stating that the problem was among three major topics considered at 
the Miami AFM executive board confab last week, added that the drive, tho far 
from being dead, needed amplification so that it would be of international rather 


than local scope. 
of recordings and clarification of the 
social security laws from the standpoint 
of musicians. Rosenberg will bring 
these problems up again at the June 
convention. 

Regarding recordings, view of 802 is 
that use of the discs be regulated 
nationally rather than banned, the main 
dissatisfaction being the fact that 
records intended for home use are used 
for broadcasts and dubbing in sound on 
films. Chicago opinion on the subject 
is similar. 

Plaint on the social security tax setup, 
the third important subject mulled in 
Miami, hinges on the independent con- 
tractor muddle which is agitating all 
show business. Currently, the AFM, 802 
and other locals are working to relieve 
the band leader, classed under the law 
as an independent contractor, of respon- 
sibility in the matter of paying the levy. 
In this connection William Feinberg, 
secretary of 802, will meet members of 
the Social Security Board in Washing- 
ton March 15 and present his arguments, 
based on an alleged precedent, for trans- 
fer of the responsibility. AFM’s counsel, 
Samuel Ansell, is also contacting Wash- 
ington officials. 

Contention of Rosenberg is that, while 
he favors the social security law as such, 
he believes the government itself is not 
aware of the hardships the present setup 
works on musicians. 


Petrillo Lifts 
Recording Ban 


CHICAGO, March 8.—James C. Petrillo, 
president of the Chicago Federation of 
Musicians, late Saturday lifted the ban 
he put into effect February 1 on the 
making of recordings by members of the 
Chicago unicn. 

He stated that his musicians may 
again make recordings, but that com- 
mercial recordings may be made only 
provided that the same number of men 
employed in the making of the record- 
ings afte used as a stand-by orchestra 
wherever the recordings are played. 
This, of course, applies only in territory 
under Petrillo’s jurisdiction and wili 
affect radio stations here mostly. 

Petrillo was not available Sunday to 
learn details of other contract provisions 
laid down to the representatives of the 
10 recording companies that attended 
the meeting.

“Survivor” 


of Follies Group 


Survives Only in P. A. Dream 


NEW YORK, March 6.—Preparation for 
part of Philips Lord’s broadcast tomor- 
row (Sunday), on which are presented 
people from all walks of life with 
dramatizations of their particular stories, 
disclosed another of the top hoax press- 


agentry yarns in the history of the show 
business. This one, unofficially credited 
to Hasheesh Growers’ Association, broke 
all New York dailies, the wire and pic- 
the New York dailies, the wire and pic- 
ture services, and might be given rank- 
ing with the late Harry Reichenbach’'s 
lion-in-the-hotel-room stunt. Only this 
last was legitimate, so maybe the pres- 
ent work should rank with the “girl who 
jumped in the lake for love of Vincent 
Lopez” stunt. 


Stunt in question had a meeting 
scheduled at a Broadway nitery of six 
former Ziegfeld Follies girls, all of whom 
were in the 1916 show and all of Whom 
“met every year for a dinner and 
reminiscing session.” The broadcast 
proposed to get the sole alleged survivor 
of the group who, of course, was the 
only one to have appeared for the func. 
tion at the nitery, her pals having joined 
the Great Beyond (sob). Incidentally 
this survivor of the Round Table Asso- 
ciation of Former Girls Glorified by 
Ziegfeld was named Kathryn Lambert. 

With this in mind Jeremy Gury, of 
Phil Lord’s office, set off on a tour of 
investigation. Visit number one was to 
the aforementioned nitery, where, oddly 
enough, none at that time knew of Miss 
Lambert’s address. Visit number two 
was to the local tabloid daily which had 
gone heaviest for the yarn (including a 
Sunday by-lined story by “Miss Lam- 


bert,” written by a noted columnist), 
and still no address for Miss Lambert. 
Calls at Actors’ Equity and Chorus 
Equity by representatives of The Bill- 
board disclosed no member of this name, 
closest being Eunice Catherine Lambert. 

What with a couple of bucks in phone 
calls and a lot of hours now invested, it 
was decided that the purpose of the 
Find Kathryn Lambert Expedition of 
1937 was to find Kathryn Lambert and 
hang the expense. A couple of tons of 
pemmican and a few.new dogs were 
added to the expedition. A check thru 
The Billboard files for the years around 
1916 showed no Kathryn Lambert listed 
in Follies casts, the visage of the girl 
growing a little dimmer. 

Now Gury really went to work. Inves- 
tigation led to the New York Theater 
Program Corporation, and after inhaling 
a lot of dust from the files he found 
that in the Follies of 1915, 1916 and 
1917 there was no Kathryn Lambert. A 
further check with Burns Mantle on his 
files of the theater for the past years 
gave the same fruitless results. 


As a last measure the expedition re- 
sorted to Gene Buck, who staged the 
Follies in question. Buck said a lot of 
things, non-libelous points being more 
or less as follows: Buck never remem- 
bered a girl of that name in that show 
or any other. Furthermore, the other 
members of the publicized sextet—Olive 
Thomas, Bessie Poole, Essie Alsop, Lilyan 
Tashman and Martha Mansfield, accord- 
ing to Buck, were never in one Ziegfeld 
show together. The expedition returned 
home and got another girl from another 
Follies. 

No cover; no minimum; no Kathryn 
Lambert. 


Mass. Legislature Flooded 
With Various Theater Bills 


BOSTON, March 6.—Sixteen theatrical 
bills of sundry nature, some important, 
others regulatory, are before the various 
Legislative committees on Beacon Hill. 


On the petition of Albert Rubin, Fall 
River representative, an act is desired 
that an excise be imposed on admissions 
to places of amusement and entertain- 
ment; the Jacob A. Riis Youth Founda- 
tion petitions for appointment by Gov- 
ernor Charles F. Hurley of a board to 
supervise and regulate the exhibition of 
motion pictures; Frederick W. Mans- 
field, mayor of Boston, has filed for 
legislation to provide that certain li- 
censes for theatrical and like exhibitions 
in the city of Boston shall expire on the 
first day of July of each year. 

Petition of Charles C. P. Hiller asks 
for amendment of the law relative to 
admission of minors to certain places of 
public entertainment; for legisletion to 
prohibit the conducting of vaudeville 
entertainments on the Lord’s Day before 
7 o’clock in the evening; for amendment 
of the law relative to conducting theat- 
rical exhibitions and public entertain- 
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ments on the Lord’s Day; for legislation 
to prohibit the allotment to seatholders 
of money or property of value in con- 
nection with exhibitions of motion pic- 
tures; for legislation to prohibit the use 
of obscene or sacrilegious language and 
of swearing at theatrical exhibitions or 
entertainments; for legislation to pro- 
hibit or regulate the holding of theat- 
rical entertainments on the Lord’s Day 
and on Memorial, Armistice and Christ- 
mas days. 

Six co-operative petitions of Harrison 
H. Atwood and George J. Leary include 
legislation to require the furnishing of 
more adequate sanitary facilities in 
theaters and other places of public as- 
sembly; for amendment of the law rela- 
tive to heating, lighting and ventilation 
in theaters and other public assembly 
places; for legislation to regulate use of 
projecting apparatus in connection with 
exhibition of motion pictures in thea- 
ters; for legislation to require the tak- 
ing Of certain precautionary measures 
against fire in connection with rewind- 
ing of film used in theaters; for legis- 
lation to require the taking of pre- 
cautionary measures against fire in re- 
spect to operation of projecting ap- 
paratus used in connection with exhibi- 
tions of motion picture in theaters, and 
for legislation to require installation of 
sprinkler systems in theaters or other 
places of public assembly in which 
smoking by patrons is permitted. 

Samuel H. Cohen’s petition asks for 
legislation to permit dancing in theaters 
on the Lord’s Day.

May Fold Shortly 


NEW YORK, March 6.—Bureau of New 
Plays, screen sponsored group formed 
last year under the leadership of Theresa 
Helburn, is in imminent danger of fold- 
ing, according to reports of dissension 
within the pix bodies controlling it. Of 
the seven major companies only MGM 
and Warners are interested in keeping 
Play Bureau going, because these two 
are the only major pix firms interested 
to any great degree in legit. The other 
pix people feel that it would not be 
worth while to attempt salvaging the 
Bureau in view of the fact that it would 
run counter to the Dramatists’ Guild. 

Bureau recently made its first awards, 
thereby dragging down upon itself much 
criticism on the ground that the terms 
of the contract were misrepresented to 
the contestants.

NEW YORK, March 6.—Loss of the suit by McCann-Erickson to a free lance

time give them opportunity to view new 
suggestions. Idea men, at the same 
time, would not have the doors shut in 
their faces, but would be able to have 
their material considered. As several 
agencies now use such releases and the 
subject is one of common protection, it 
is not believed that there will be any 
great opposition to the proposal. 

Agent chiseler is another problem to 
be tackled. Ad agency crowd objects 
to certain talent agents who approach 
ad agencies and assert they represent 
name talent. After getting a nod of 
interest from the advertising radio di- 
rector gyp agents hustle back to the 
actual representative and offer to split 
commission or to take a slice from the 
star's salary without the latter knowing 
it. One Hollywood name is reported 
to have netted 12 cents on the dollar 
from a recent West Coast broadcast 
after agency cuts and taxes had been 
paid off. 

A “blue book” idea of authorized 
agents is contemplated, with ad agencies 
dealing only with such approved talent 
representatives. Any agent who made 
false claims pertaining to his representa- 
tions would get the grand bounce and 
ho agency would talk business with him. 

Important reason for ad people getting 
plenty vexed at the fake agent racket 
is that it ups the talent cost to the 
sponsor considerably. It is felt that 
with mounting talent costs those who 
sign the checks may some day weary of 
paying four figure amounts and shut 
the cash box tight. Some years ago 
commercial artists asked and received 
top prices for their sketches, but now 
while a handful get upper-bracket sums 
the average has dropped. Client squawks 
were the reason. Hitch for any immediate 
comedown in radio prices is, of course, 
the dearth of radio-developed talent and 
material that could be substituted for 
the high-priced boys and gals. 

Current worry about idea material 
and suit possibilities is analogous to 
the film scenario headaches of years 
back. Today studios refuse to consider 
material unless it is submitted thru 
accredited literary agents. Material sub- 
mitted directly by unknown writers is 
returned unopened as a matter of policy. 


Nat'l] Bellas-Hess 
Test in Midwest 


CHICAGO, March 6.—Dale Perrill, radio 
head of the Ruthrauff & Ryan, Inc., 
agency here, has just returned from a 
trip to Topeka, St. Joseph and Kansas 
City, where he launched an extensive 
series over Stations KFEQ, St. Joseph, 
and WIBW, Topeka, for the National 
Bellas-Hess Company last week. 

Broadcasts, which were started on a 
four-day teaser basis, are for a 13-week 
period and are said to be the biggest 
local spot programs on the air in this 
territory.

NEW YORK, March 8.—Move adding 
Ralph Wonders to the radio selling staff 
of Rockwell-O’Keefe, Inc., is one of sev- 
eral expansion steps to be taken by that 
firm, and one in keeping with a trend 
noticeable in leading talent organiza- 
tions. While R-O’K are adding to their 
talent-peddling personnel, Music Cor- 
poration of America is reported as plan- 
ning to do likewise if the right men can 
be found. Agencies are engaged in strict 
competition in selling their acts for 
radio.

Last 
year the same program was on WOR and 
Mutual, sponsored by Atlantic Refining 
Company, with WMCA then scheduled to 
get the games instead of WOR, but a 
shift going thru at the last minute. 

Yale games this year are sponsored by 
Socony oil, which outbid Atlantic for 
the rights, Atlantic refusing to enter 
into a bidding contest for the games, 
preferring to spread its football budgets 
around, rather than centralize its ex- 
penditures. WMCA will get the games 
from the Yankee network, whose presi- 
dent, John Shepard III, arranged for this 
year’s deal with Yaie. 


Houston Legit House 
Rented as Radio Studio 


HOUSTON, March 6.—KTRH has taken 
over the Majestic Theater and converted 
it into a radio studio. Altho the house 
is 27 years old and has housed vaude 
and stock and was once a church, the 
radio theater idea is a new one to the 
natives and they flocked in.

Bickford, Yankee News Editor, 
Threatened for Racket Expose 


BOSTON, March 6.—His life threat- 
ened, causing his family to move into a 
near-by State, for exposing Bay State 
dog-racing control by racketeers for- 


merly allied with ex-convicts wanted by 
the Federal Government, Leland Bick- 
ford, editor-in-chief of the Yankee Net- 
work and Colonial Network news services, 
this week blew the lid off on conditions 
which the facilities of his networks have 
championed for the public. Entire re- 
sources of the John Shepard III radio 
chains have figured prominently in the 
expose, with the current State House 
hearing bringing matters to a climax. 
Bickford launched charees against 
notorious racketeers, alleged to control 
dog racing in this Commonwealth. Sen- 
sational charges of underworld figures 
and a wealth of material on gangsters. 
replete with rogues’ gallery photos, were 


dealt out by the Yankee news chief. 
Purpose of dog-racing upheaval is to rid 
the racing commission board and dog- 
racing owners of alleged crooked poli- 
ticians and criminals, termed by Bick- 
ford as “partners in business with the 
public.” 


Senator William McSweeney, of Salem, 
was chairman at the hearing held in 
Gardner Auditorium, State House. Sec- 
ond session was continued to Monday, 
March 8. Representative Martin Hays 
and Robert J. Bottomly, counsel for two 
Revere dog tracks, declared at the con- 
clusion of the hearing that they would 
bring suits for libel against Bickford and 
John Shepard III and the Yankee Net- 
work. 

G men present to obtain evidence for 
convictions, and secret service men, act- 
ing as bodyguards for Bickford, made the 
meeting tense. 


Medical Code 
Planned by NBC 


NEW YORK, March 6. — National 
Broadcasting Company has been working 
on, and still is working on, a set of 
standards to be invoked on all medical 
advertising. Network spokesman stated 
that the company has been studying the 
problem for the past six months and is 
still at it, with no particular code as 
yet approved. 

NBC's study, it is believed, was caused 
by the agitation, both by legislators and 
consumers, for further advertising copy 
control. Important bills in this connec- 
tion pend in Washington. In line with 
the NBC move, advertisers and adver- 
tising media have taken steps to clean 
house from within. 


Reports circulated claim that NBC is 
to be very strict in its medical mani- 
festo. Particular emphasis will be made 
as to any claims made by advertisers. 


Alter Ego Forces 


Cooper Name Shift 


NEW YORK, March 6.—‘“Jack Ran- 
dolph,” crooner of the Procter & Gamble 
Drene shampoo series, will shortly be no 
more and will emerge as his own true 
self soon. “Randolph” is really Jerry 
Cooper, baritone crooner, and has been 
all along. Cooper made several series of 
recordings for Drene under his nom-de- 
wax, but his future platters will be made 
under his right name. 


What happened was that “Randolph” 
started to outdoor Cooper in popularity, 
not because of any difference in singing, 
but because P. & G. spotted Cooper on. 
a larger number of stations, by way of 
the discs, than Cooper's other sponsor, 
Kreuger Beer, bought on NBC. Latter 
show is a network program on a com- 
paratively small chain. Markets covered 
by P. & G. exceeded the coverage of the 
recorded series and a lot of people who 
heard “Randolph” didn’t hear Cooper, 
result being that while Cooper’s. name 
grew familiar to some, “Randolph” 
brought heart throbs to a lot more 
listeners. 

Artists who record transcriptions 
steadily are often given pseudonyms, in 
some cases getting two or three sets of 
tags. Sometimes non-existent perform- 
ers get fan mail. 


Philly Firm Varies 
Bank Night Gimmick 


PHILADELPHIA, March 6.—While the- 
ater men are seeking to establish the 
legality of Bank Night and such in local 
courts, a modified version of the movie 
game turns up in local radio row. Phar- 
mafactors, sponsoring a daily quarter- 
hour session on WIBG for Klix, a product 
for that morning-after feeling, has a 
five-buck note going to the winner, ante 
accumulating if there are no callers. 


No labels or buys necessary, listeners 
are urged to only send in a penny postal 
containing a sentence using the name 
of the product. One card is picked out 
of the mail response that day and the 
mame and address of sender are aired. 
Lucky person is given 10 minutes to tele- 
phone station and identify self. When 
caught ante was $10 and winner made it 
with 14 seconds to spare. Musical record- 
ings fill in.

Press Radio

Takes month’s trial of 
non-commercial service— 
no Fransradio comparison 


NEW YORK, March 6.—WOR has be- 
cun a test of the news service of the 
Press Radio Bureau. WOR is using the 
PRB service for flash bulletins only and 
to increase news coverage now given by 
Transradio to WOR, one of TR’s first 
major subscribers. Press Radio news, 
supplied by Associated Press, Interna- 
tional News and United Press, cannot be 
sold commercially. 

WOR’s subscription to the PRB caused 
considerable surprise in the trade. WOR 
representatives say that subscribing to 
Press Radio was done with the policy in 
mind of increasing the station’s public 
service from the news angle. WOR has 
Transradio in New York exclusively, 
with most of the TR 15-minute news 
periods sold. 

It is also said that the station has no 
intention of using either of its present 
news sources as a check against the 
other and that no comparison in 
the speed of the services will be made. 
Some trade observers feel, however, that 
such a comparison is inevitable, but the 
station has made no statements concern- 
ing arrival times of bulletins the first 
week. 

Press Radio Bureau was organized by 
newspaper publishers and CBS and NBC, 
after publishers’ reactions against radio 
rews broadcasts and radio news services 
got to its hottest point. Transradio was 
orcanized three years ago to sell news 
when UP withdrew its services from 
stations for commercial sponsorship. 
After TR had made considerable head- 
way in this direction, both UP and INS 
changed their policies and are now sell- 
ing their services to radio stations. 

WOR test of PRB is for one month. 
Fee is $12.50 per month, plus payment 
of ae teletype machines. No 
Press Radio items are used during the 
Transradio news periods. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 6. — News 
flashes on WFIL, starting March 29, go 
commercial. Contract set by the E. W. 
Hellwig Agency for Bachman Chocolate 
Manufacturing Company, of New york, 
calls for two flashes a day for 26 weeks. 
News break will be a 10-word headline 
and a 20-word spiel for Bachman candy. 
Account also buys a thrice-weekly quar- 
ter-hour period in the keeping of Ole 
King Cole, station’s kid entertainer.

From an unknown source, a rumor 
Was spread that Thomas F. Harkins, of 
the local Harkins ad agency, was the 
front man. This is not so it appears 
now. Investigation by The Billboard re- 
reals the following figures are fronting 
the Philadelphia Broadcasting Company: 
E. V. Hoyt, prez and engineer; Charlotte 
Lynch, secretary and treasurer. Other 
stockholders are H. S. Gilhans, exec of 
J. S. Ivans Sons, local cake and cracker 
company; J. W. Beckley, identified as a 
wholesaler, and Leonard Conly, bakery 
biz. Board of directors includes Hoyt, 
Lynch, Conly and a William J. Fisher. 

Names are total strangers to local 
radio, some claiming they are fronting 
for others. Philadelphia telephone di- 
rectory identifies only two of the names. 
At the Ivans office it was learned that 
Gilhans is out of the city and not ex- 
pected to return for several weeks. A 
Charlotte Lynch, contacted here, advised 
that it must be two other people. Mean- 
while the guessing marches on. 


Kate Smith Show

With another show also to start on Mon- 
day nights in the near future, that day 
will probably emerge from its kennel.

Nets Up on 36 
Off Against Jan. 


NEW YORK, March 6. — @etwork 
grosses for February, 1937, showed im- 
provements over the same month for 
1936 and the expected declines as 
against January of this year. For the 
second consecutive month the NBC Red 
outdrew CBS, snaring $2,273,973 for the 
month against CBS with $2,264,317. 
CBS gain was 18.6 per cent over 1936. 
NBC Blue took in $1,021,809 for the 
month, NBC totaling $3,295,782, a gain 
of 21.4 over last year. 

Mutual Broadeasting System gained in 
February and took in a total of $202.088 
for the month. Basic stations on MBS 
accounted for $154,344 of this total, the 
supplementaries getting $47,744. 

NBC cumulative for 1937 tops 1936 
by 26.7 per cent, the total being 


$6,837.781. CBS 1937 cumulative, up

WDSU To Expand: 
May Spend $100,000 


NEW ORLEANS, March 6.—With the 
application for an increase in power 
filed last week, Joseph Uhalt, president 
of the Uhalt Broadcasting Company, an- 
nounces that he plans expenditures of 
close to $100,000 for general improve- 
ments in plant of WDSU, indie station, 
New Orleans. A 485-foot tower is 
planned in Jefferson Parish, adjoining 
the city, and complete rebuilding of the 
transmitter in the Monteleone Hotel. 

While Uhalt will not confirm, report 
is that station has been offered facilities 
of the Blue NBC network thru vast ex- 
pansion program of NBC in the South. 
Uhalt is asking for 5,000 watts against 
the station’s present output of 1,000. 
A pioneer in the Crescent City, WDSU 
was first station in that area to join a 
network, becoming a member of CBS 
about seven years ago and replaced by 
WWL, Loyola University station, about 
18 months ago. 


New Listening Areas Survey 
To Go in Works Soon for CBS 


NEW YORK, March 6. — Columbia 
Broadcasting System will shortly start 
work on a major survey of national 
scope, in which the listening areas of 
the CBS network stations will be re- 
charted and rechecked. Surveys of this 
type are heavily expensive and take a 
considerable length of time. As usual, 
it’s expected that the network will farm 
the research out to an impartial or- 
ganization. 


Coincidentally, CBS expects to make a 
mail test by way of @ giveaway to take 
place some time during the early part 
of April. CBS has not made such a test 
in about two years, at which time only 
WABC, New York, was used. CBS of- 
ficials refuse to give any info in con- 
nection with either the listening areas 
survey or the mail check, but the latter 
on the giveaway plan is to be conducted 
for all stations, it is said. Apparently, 
it is tied in with the broad survey to be 


made. Some sort of a souvenir will be 
given away to listeners writing in, most 
likely a game. Announcement will be 
made once on the day selected and once 
during the evening selected. 


Not known what methods CBS plans to 
use in its listening area survey, other 
than the mail check if that is part of 
the plan. Committee of Fifteen, set up 
by the Four As, NAB and ANA is still 
studying the various radio research 
methods with a view to selecting that 
found most suitable. 


One reason causing the CBS decision 
is believed to be the many changes ef- 
fected by the network in station affilia- 
tions last year. Last week's issue of The 
Billboard noted that the coming year 
will produce a bumper crop of surveys 
for that same reason. Elsewhere in this 


issue will be found another survey story, 
dealing with studios made by Ross Fed- 
eral for WFIL, Philadelphia.

Orchestra, start on the NBC Red April 8, 
placed thru Young & Rubicam. 


WSAI Quits Stooging 
For Big Brother WLW 


CINCINNATI, March 6.—WSAI, Cros- 
ley station, is intensifying its local 
coverage and seeking to develop itself. 
Station has been playing second fiddle 
to its big brother, WLW, 500.000-watter. 
As part of this new expansion step 
WSAT will have its own executive and 
production staff, apart from WLW, and 
will accept announcements and time 
signals. 

Station is currently developing its own 
staff of entertainers, production men 
and salesmen. In an effort to bring the 
station closer to city activities, lines are 
being installed at the City Hall, Union 
Terminal and other local key spots. A 
Know Your City program will be heard 
twice weekly. Stanzas will originate in 
various industrial plants manufacturing 
nationally known products. Mobile units 
will be available for spot coverage when 
lines cannot be had. 

A “limited number” of announcements 
and time signals are now being accepted. 
Station uses NBC Red and MBS pro- 
grams. Robert G. Jennings is now as-: 
sistant manager in charge of sales and 
programs.

Portland, Me.; WFBL, Syracuse, and 
WHP, Harrisburg, Pa. 


New Newspaper Station 


EL PASO, March 6.—Construction of a 
new 100-watt station at 1,500 ke. by 
Dorrance Roderick, E] Paso publisher, 
today awaited only formal notification 
for the Federal Communications Com- 
mission of his permit. FCC officials 
denied a last-minute appeal from Sta- 
tion KTSM, rival here, for delay in con- 
struction permit. The Roderick station 
will operate on unlimited time.

WGN Sale Rumor False 


CHICAGO, March 6.—Rumors that 
WGN, owned by The Chicago Tribune 
and a mainstay of the Mutual Broad- 
casting System, had been sold to 
the Lehmann Trust Company, of New 
York, this week were vehemently 
denied by officials of the station, 
who said that they were at a loss to 
know how the report got started. 
Dismissing the rumor as silly gossip. 
they said that no changes in the 
management or control of the sta- 
tion were contemplated. 
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Surveys Start Rolling, WFIL | 
Igniting Philadelphia Torch 


PHILADELPHIA, March 6.—Appraisals 
of local listening habits have always 
been a center of storm and strife on 
radio row. A survey made in February, 
1936, by the WCAU Levys, with Boy 
Scouts ringing door bells for the data, 
ignited the torch. Newest entry in the 
who’s who and what’s what, with per- 
centages and pretty graphs to prove it, 
comes from WFIL. The old battle cry 
that statistics lie and statisticians are 
liars will be raised again by opposish 
stations in this territory once the figures 
are released to the trade. However, to 
eliminate any aspersions as to the sin- 
cerity of the survey, a contention in all 
others, Donald Withycomb, general man- 
ager of WFIL, called upon the Ross Fed- 
eral researchers. 

Study is considered the largest and 
most comprehensive analysis made by 
Ross Federal in the Philadelphia area, 
covering Camden and Trenton, in New 
Jersey, and Wilmington, Del. Twenty- 
five operators, telephoning for seven 
consecutive days, starting February 9, 
during every quarter-hour period from 
7 a.m. to 10 p.m., completed 18,840 calls. 

Primary purpose of the study was to 
establish the WFIL listening preference 
in relation to WJZ and WOR, station 
serving as local outlet for both the NBC 
Blue and Mutual nets. At one time 
WJZ was the No. 1 station in Philadel- 
phia, and in the Levy-Boy Scout sur- 
vey, 26.6 per cent as compared with 3.46 
per cent heard their NBC Blue shows 
over WFIL. Before WFIL joined the 
Mutual net, WOR carried on an exten- 
sive advertising campaign that it cov- 
ered the Philadelphia area. 

While final analysis and percentages 
are not as yet complete, Ross Federal 
showed that out of 14,426 calls in Phila- 
delphia proper, 14,032 signified they had 
radios in their homes and 5,551 had the 
set playing when the operator called. 
Of those tuned in, 1,840 were listening to 
WCAU, 1,335 to WFIL, 1,267 to KYW, 
486 to WJZ and 118 to WOR. Complet- 
ing the total, 169 were listening to WIP, 
27 to WEAF, 26 to WABC; WRAX, 
WPEN, WDAS AND WLW (Cincinnati) 
grouped together had 146 listeners; all 
other stations grouped had 35 listeners, 
72 didn’t know and 41 refused to answer. 

Outside of Philadelphia, in Trenton, 
N. J.; Camden, N. J., and Wilmington, 
Del., of 4,414 completed calls, 4,207 had 
radios and 1,631 had sets tuned in. 
Breakdown shows 367 listeners in those

areas for WFIL, 344 to WCAU, 292 to 
WJZ, Trenton listeners bringing that 
figure up, 236 to KYW, and WOR with 
94 listeners. WEAF registered 58 listen- 
ers, WIP with 44; WDEL, Wilmington, 
Del., with 42: WTNJ, Trenton, N. J., 
with 37; WCAM, Camden, N. J., with 
nine; WABC, WPEN and WDAS grouped 
together with 33; all others with eight, 
58 didn’t know and 25 refused to answer. 

Not only does this study give a com- 
prehensive analysis of listening habits 
in the Philadelphia metropolitan area, 
but, regardless of firsts or seconds, it 
shows that local listeners support the 
Philadelphia network stations, according 
to Withycomb. WCAU is local outlet 
for CBS, KYW is on the NBC Red and 
WIP airs Intercity shows. 


RCA Campaign for 


Service Men Only 


CAMDEN, N. J., March 6.—After test- 
ing the idea over WIP, Philadelphia, 
RCA Victor is preparing a spot campaign 
thruout the country to reach a highly 
selective group in each community, the 
radio service men. A service of 13 quar- 
ter-hour platters will be spotted, each 
canned spiel being of a highly technical 
nature with no entertainment factor for 
an outside listening audience. RCA 
engineers preparing the talks go heavy 
on the technical stuff to discourage 
amateur attempts at home repairs by 
any outsiders listening in. Also figure 
that the lecture-broadcasts should bring 
added prestige and dignity to the radio 
service profession. 

Series is called Service Men’s Meeting 
of the Air. Plan to use newspaper ads 
and personal letters to insure a capacity 
audience, and even run a contest for the 
service men. Stanzas will also include 
a test frequency run of 50 to 6,000 cycles 
so that the service men may test their 
sets right in their own store. Commer- 
cial copy aimed at RCA tubes and place- 
ment boxes: Arranged by F. B. Ostman, 
RCA service manager. Lord & Thomas 
agency spotting the series. 


CBS Eyes Biz Board 


NEW YORK, March 6.—Columbia 
Broadcasting System will apply to the 
New York Stock Exchange for listing ~ 
of its stock, and at the stockholders’ 
meeting March 24 a recommendation 
wifl be made for a stock splitup of 
two shares for one. 

CBS paid a cash dividend of 50 
cents a share, payable on March 26 to 
stockholders of record at the close of 
business on March 17. More than 
5,000 investors now own CBS stock. 


“Ouch and Ache” 
Show Back Again 


NEW YORK, March 6.—WKNX will re- 
vive its Radio Clinic brainchild March 
14 as a 15-minute sustainer. Original 
idea, announced about two months ago, 
to have patients diagnosed in the studio 
by a “medical technician,” created a 
squawk and station dropped the hot 
penny. Present program will include 
dramatizations of medical cases with a 
stated aim to show the progress of medi- 
cal science. 

Patients who have benefited by medi- 
cal science will appear. Opener will be 
Blood for Sale, a sketch about blood 
transfusion, with a professional blood 
donor on exhiibt. 

Spot, it is understood, is being eyed 
by a sponsor, with decision hinging on 
public reaction to the new ouch stanza. 
Medical groups and State department of 
education's attitude also being consid- 
ered. 


KPRC Power Boost 


HOUSTON, March 6.—KPRC, Houston, 
affiliated with NBC, was granted permit 
by Federal Communications Commission 
in Washington to increase night-time 
operating power to 5,000 watts. Much 
interference from outside stations has 
been felt recently during night programs, 
and present power increase is expected 
to give better night service as well as 
increase the area served by KPRC. Sta- 
tion’s day-time power of 1,000 watts will 
be retained, heretofore its complete op- 
erating power.

Carlson Denies 


WJIBW Suit Claims 


NEW ORLEANS, March 6.—Blanket 
denial of claims filed by the Southern 
Broadcasting Corporation in its suit 
against him have been filed by Charles 
Carlson, thru his attorney Maurice B. 
Gatlin. Carlson was accused by SBC 
of setting fire to the transmitter of 
WJBW and “other alleged dire acts.” 

Actually, Carlson states, he is the 
owner and licensee of the station. 
Southern Broadcasting Corporation, su- 
ing for $12,000 on a damage claim, is 
really his employee, he says, under a 
management contract. Latter agreement 
provides that “Carlson shall retain full 
and complete control over the operation 
of the station and the programs broad- 
cast over the station.” 


Gatlin says that the transmitter fire 
mentioned by the SBC occurred while 
Carlson was on duty at the transmitter 
control. Equipment was not insured 
and Carlson is cut several hundred dol- 
lars on the damage, his attorney states, 
with the fire marshal making a thoro 
investigation and completely exonerat- 
ing Carlson. 

Actually, it is alleged, the “cause of 
the suit is undoubtedly an attempt by 
Southern Broadcasting Corporation to 
prejudice Carlson in the eyes of the FCC, 
where SBC has an application pending 
for a new station in New Orleans, which 
is opposed by Carlson.” 


“Coronet” Seeks 
Reader Increase 


NEW YORK, March 6.—New series of 
programs to start Tuesday (9) on WOR, 
sponsored by Coronet magazine, is aimed 
at boosting the circulation of the new 
publication. Deems Taylor will emsee 
the program, which will use Bob Arm- 
bruster’s Orchestra and actors dramatiz- 
ing articles appearing in the monthly. 
Program will shortly be on a Mutual 
hookup, time now being cleared. B. B. D.

Program, Saturday Night Sere- 
nade, is not broadcast locally, but audi- 
ence sees it from the CBS John Golden 
Theater. Hope is that fans will begin 
ordering the product from local dealers 
and cause the latter to order from their 
distributors. 

After a recent broadcast 1,500 charms 
representing a can of milk were dis- 
tributed. Charms, costing 714 cents 
each, are said to be the smallest litho- 
graph job ever produced. Same give- 
aways are used at the close of a demon- 
stration given by a miniature milk- 
canning plant which tours the country. 


Social Group Crimps 
Kid Fashion Program 


BUFFALO, March 6, — Children’s 
fashion show, featuring young models 
trom the Buffalo Models’ Guild, ranging 
from 11 months to about 10 years of 
age, struck a snag in its presentation last 
Saturday. Broadcast, originally scheduled 
over WGR at 10:30 a.m. from the ball- 
room of the Hotel Statler, was canceled 
the last minute because of intervention 
by Children’s Aid Society authorities 4 
few days previous. Fashion show ws 
staged, however, via a public-address sy5~ 
tem for over 1,000 people present. 


After the show got under way a <c- 
tective of the local police department 
took Irving Bloom, in charge of the show, 
into custody, but when taken to the st®- 
tion he was released when no one from 
the Children’s Aid Society would sign the 
complaint.

CHICAGO, March 6.—At the regular 
monthly meeting of the Middle States 
group of the Association of Radio News 
Editors and Writers, held at the Sher- 
man Hotel this week, the 25 members 
present elected an executive committee 
of three to administer the official duties 
of the group. These are Ken Ellington, 
WBBM; Al Hollender, WJJD-WIND, and 
Ken Fry, of WMAQ and WENR, NBC 
Chicago outlets. Buck Weaver, of WBBM, 
was appointed secretary. A president or 
chairman will probably be elected from 
this group at the next meeting. 

John Van Cronkhite, national presi- 
dent, led a round-table discussion of 
various problems facing news editors to- 
day. One of these was the proportion 
of foreign, national and local news to be 
used on a 15-minute news program. The 
question of including murder, sex and 
rape stories in a radio news program 
came in for much discussion, and the 
general opinion expressed was that it 
was best to leave out as much as pos- 
Sible of this type of news. 


Group decided to take immediate steps 
toward the preparation of a sectional 
dictionary of proper names which fre- 
quently trip up announcers in pronun- 
ciation.

Effect of provision, which was drawn 
mainly thru efforts of National Associ- 
ation of Performing Artists, would be to 
allow performers making platters to exact 


payment upon their airing. Two con- 
flicting equities would exist, that of 
artist and that of original copyright 


holder, with broadcasts of records neces- 
sitating double payment for privilege. 
Payment to artist would not, therefore, 
be completed upon manufacture of disc. 

Proposal, referred to House Committee 
on Patents, is certain to provoke stormy 
sessions if it reaches hearing stage, be- 
tween NAPA and Mugic Publishers’ Pro- 
tective Association, members of latter 
group would not be able to hold exclu- 
sive control over their catalogs, recording 
artists being given chance to step up for 
cut. 

Protection for renditions would extend 
to works in the public domain and not 
otherwise controlled by copyright restric- 
tions, which proviso would spell end of 
all untrammeled airing of records.

It isn’t often that a dance remote 
from a nitery gives out an entertainment 
factor comparable to the better network 
shows. And it isn’t often that show biz 
gives a personality like Ted Lewis. It’s 
a far cry from the days when the high- 
hat tragedian of jazz trekked the boards 
as vaude’s headliner. His band now 
carries the orthodox instrumentation 
and gives out shmaltzy and swingy stuff 
with equa] forte. But thruout it’s the 
personality equation emphasized by Ted 
Lewis’ showmanship that makes him 
that grand “dispenser of sunshine and 
happiness” and makes one wonder what 
the talent-hungry national advertisers 
are waiting for. 

Not only does he have full command 
of the microphone but, coming over the 
loud-speaker, his unaffected and in- 
formal air takes the frost out of any 
living room. Without reservation, a 
piece de resistence for any dialer. 

Carries a croaker, Marty Drake, who 
also teams with the Stone brothers in 
the band to make a vocal threesome, 
the Radio Aces. Is in the Arcadia spot 
for three weeks and early reports 
threaten to shatter all existing records. 
Altho caught on this trip locally, sta- 
tion pumps him several times each week 
to Mutual, and WIP does ditto for CBS. 

Be it battered, that top hot and clary, 
when Ted Lewis is on the sending end, 
is always good for a smile from any 
baby. ORO. 


“New York Almanac” 


Reviewed Wednesday, 4:30-4:40 p.m. 
Style—Sketch. Sponsor — WPA Radio 
Project. Station—WHN (New York). 


Many of the government’s programs 
caught have been unsatisfactory, either 
as educational or entertainment projects. 
This 10-minute show is definitely above 
the shows mentioned, having a basic 
idea of good quality and well produced 
and projected. As the name implies, it 
presents, at the opening of the program, 
a few items commonly associated with 
almanacs—weather tips, fashion tips and 
so on. This is followed by a sketch of 
some notable event in New York City’s 
history, this program doing the Diamond 
Jim Fiske shooting. 

Some of the acting was good and some 
of it, especially the feminine contribu- 
tions, nsg. The sketch itself was fairly 
well written, but could have been more 
exciting and dramatic without becom- 
ing ten-twent-thirt. Direction, however, 
made up for both the playing and writ- 
ing shortcomings, keeping the show 
moving all the time and aiding in the 
recreation of the old-time atmosphere. 
Ira Ashley, from the theater field, is 
credited with the direction and acquits 
himself well.

To commemorate 50 years of owner- 
ship by William Randolph Hearst The 
San Francisco Examiner printed a 128- 
page edition March 4 and brought it to 
the attention of Pacific Coast readers 
the previous evening with a 60-minute 
program on three Western networks. 
First scheduled to be heard only on 
Hearst’s own web, the California Radio 
System, the show was ultimately pro- 
duced in the NBC studios and heard on 
the Coast Blue net thru KGO, the CRS 
thru KYA and from 9:15 the 10 Don Lee 
outlets thru KFRC. 

Program reviewed with narration and 
music 50 years of San Francisco life, 
stressing phases and periods in which 
The Examiner figured most prominently. 
The Del Monte Hotel fire, Ambrose 
Bierce, the acquisition of Hawaii, Annie 
Laurie, Sontag and Evans, a few of the 
events and people with which the daily 
has been identified. 

Inevitably the music was directed by 
Frisco’s best man for such a job, Mere- 


dith Willson. Vocals from other days 
nicely handled by Agatha Turley, so- 
prano, and Charles Bulotti. Excerpts of 
music identified with the "70s, 80s and 
"90s was deftly featured or woven into 
the narration. Wordage handled by 
Darrell Donnell, paper’s radio ed and 
an air caster of the first water. Material 
the best, voice excellent and presenta- 
tion grade A. Show restrained, dignified, 
informative and thoroly well done.

each time it is presented. 


p igi program heard weekly for 173 
broadcasts should have established 
itself as first-class entertainment or 
worn itself out. If March 3 presentation 
of Winning the West was representative 
of the average quality of this dramatic 
half hour, it is faced with the latter 
alternative. Heard each Wednesday on 
NBC Coast Red from KPO and sponsored 
by the Occidental Life Insurance Com- 
pany of California, this rip-roarin’ drama 
of the conquest of the old West seems 
to have ceased ripping and roaring. 
Scenes are disassociated to such a degree 
that one not thoroly familiar with pre- 
vious episodes is lost in a welter of 
Indians (who speak as one might ex- 
pect a cigar-store Indian to speak), 
frontier soldiers and scouts. 

Conversation unnatural and top-heavy 
with small talk. Episode much too de- 
pendent on what has gone before and 
what is to follow. Written by Samuel 
B. Dickson, acted by National Players, 
including Olive West, who was excel- 
lent as Patience Hadley. Commercial 
plugs acceptable. 


ET FREEDOM RING, one of the nu- 

merous shows presented thru federal 
government auspices, is a weekly stanza 
on CBS, half hour a week. Its official 
sponsor in the many bureaued govern- 
ment interests in the show business is 
the Office of Education. Program caught 
dealt with man’s struggle during the 
years for equitable trial by jury, than 
which probably no subject could lend 
itself better, not only to. exciting 
dramatization but also to some skeptical 
reaction. Leaving the latter aside, the 
program missed fire all along. Sketches 


are crudely written and hammer their 
points home to a fare-thee-well. Deft- 
ness is not only lacking in the writing 
but in the direction and in the acting. 
CBS is supposed to be producing the 
program, but it might be that the net- 
work’s staff has to take the shows as 
they come along. It doesn’t seem as 
tho experienced radio producers would 
stage a production such as caught. 


Jack Eigen, young Broadway colume- 
nist who does most of his columnizing 
by way of radio, has been doing his show 
on WMCA-Intercity for some time now, 
having originaliy started on WHN. Pro- 
gram impresses as being okeh for a 
local advertiser seeking a fan-type audi- 
ence. News dished out by Eigen seems 
fairly bright, and rather than present 
it in a straight talk style it’s worked 
up into a production affair, using a 
secretary to lead into the chatter. Guest 
idea might well be dropped unless either 
sock talent or name talent is presented. 


Dude Ranch, Log Cabin Syrup show 
on NBC Blue Tuesdays, will terminate 
March 23. This is sponsor’s policy be- 
cause of the nature of the product. 
Jackie Coogan, now on the show, so far 
exhibits only average radio appeal, but 
with sufficient mike training and the 
proper plugging of his name might be 
built into big time. Production caught 
stuck heavily to dramatics, with the 
Western vocal numbers getting shunted 
off to a corner, a fate they do not de- 
serve. Previous idea of weaving music 
thruout held the show together and 
give it broader appeal.

Benny the Bum’s, 206 in 
red, shells out $900 in tiff 


with musicians’ union

PHILADELPHIA, March 6.—Misunder- 
standing between Benny Fogelman, who 
operates as Benny the Bum’s, and the 
musicians’ union was aired before M. 
Herbert Symes, of the Mayor’s Labor 
Relations Board, Thursday, the result 
being that Benny shelled out over $900 
back wages in order to keep in good 
standing with the union. Testifying 
previously that his spot is 20 grand in 
the red, that “lousy orchestras” have 
ruined him “physically and financially.” 
Fogelman had haled officials of the 
local musicians’ union to court, alleging 
they started a riot when calling on him 
to straighten out matters. 

A. Anthony Tomei and A. Rex Ric- 
cardi. prez and secretary, respectively, 
of Local 77, were held in $1,000 bail for a 
further hearing Wednesday on charges 
of breach of the peace and assault and 
battery. Fogelman fired his band Satur- 
day because they “loused up my place.” 

Tomei and Riccardi called Tuesday 
night to get $235 due the band for play- 
ing overtime and to adjust other griev- 
ances. A fight followed, each claiming 
the other administered the beating. 
Magistrate Usilton, in holding the union 
heads for court, observed they were 
wrong in failing to arrange a confab at 
union headquarters instead of going to 
Fogelman'’s place of business. 

Spot had been open for nine weeks 
and Al Salinger’s Band was set with a 
10 months’ contract. Recently, Earl 
Denny was brought in as guest conduc- 
tor to lead the band for the floor show. 
“That orchestra was so terrible,” claimed 
Fogelman, “I had to hire a conductor 
and pay him $52 for one hour so that 
the leader could direct the band for my 
floor show.” Tomei contended that the 
displeasure was due to his “browbeating 
treatment of the musicians,” his threats 
and poor business which made condi- 
tions unbearable for the orchestra. 

New band, which stands in danger of 
being accused of lousing up Benny’s spot, 
is Howard Lanin’s. Lanin is also director 
of WFIL studio combo. 

Sentiment among members of the 
union and even the entertainers is be- 
hind Tomei and Riccardi. Boys claimed 
that Fogelman was always “a tough man 
to work for,” pointing out that when he 
moved out of his intime haunt into a 
class joint, the job’s contractor “had a 
devil of a time getting anyone to take 
the job.” One of the acts working the 
spot whispered that “the only tune Fog- 
elman likes is the tune of a cash reg- 
ister,” and, if biz was bad, it was because 
his “lousing” epithets chased away the 
class customers.

$300 in cities of more than 150,000.

Night Club Reviews 


Maisonette Russe, St. Regis 
Hotel, New York 


In another stroke of showmanship, 
this Russian atmospheric room is now 
featuring Budapest nights, providing the 
regular patrons with a change in atmos- 
phere and entertainment. 

The room, basically, is the same as 
when reviewed last. The Budapest idea 
enables it to add a few new trimmings 
here and there and make patrons feel 
there’s something new about the place. 
Of course, there are Hungarian dishes 
listed where strictly Russian delicacies 
reigned supreme before. The Conti- 
nental orchestra offers tender waltzes 
and lively czardas instead of the more 
familiar Russian strains. And then the 
waiters appear to have changed uniforms 
slightly, while the musicians have 
donned flaming uniforms said to be 
more Magyar than Cossack. 

As we said before, it’s the atmosphere. 
The roast lamb is still served on flaming 
spits—which is a romantic moment in 
any night club. Anyway, besides the 
excellent food listed under tongue-twist- 
ing names, there is the lilting music 
of Cornelius Codolban’s’ seven-piece 
Tzigane orchestra, with the maestro 
himself lingering by the tables with his 
sweet violin. There’s a fine cymballom 
player called Sarcoczy, too. Charles 
Nary, in operatic voice and manner, 
sings sweetish native songs, while backed 
by the fine voices of two other men and 
a woman. Mlle. Capelle, in native cos- 
tume, prances about in charming man- 
ner, completing the informal and brief 
“floor show.” 

Yascha Nazarenko is  conferencier 
(emsee to you), and is pleasingly modest 
in his announcements. Prince Serge 
Obolensky is entertainment director of 
the room, with Count Vasili Adlerberg in 
on special shows. For those who wish 
to dance there’s a six-piece jazz combo 
—a concession to the younger folk, we 
suppose. 

Doing substantial business and at- 
tracting’a class patronage, altho dress 
is not compulsory here, this room more 
than holds its own as one of the finest 
Continental rendezvous in town. 

B. S. Bercovici is publicity and adver- 
tising director and responsible for con- 
sistent and intelligent exploitation of 
this room and the hotel’s other spot us- 
ing talent, the Iridium Room on the 
main floor. 

Sylvie St. Clair, French singer, joined 
the show here Friday. Paul Denis. 


Brown Derby, Boston 


Kitty Brando’s brand o’ showwoman- 
ship—she’s the Hub’s only femme 
impresario of major night clubbery— 
speaks well for the chic and smart owner 
of this basement spot. Kitty is sold on 
radio and has her two bands piped thru 
WHDH and WMEX, locally and Intercity 
Broadcasting System, for an average of 
nine hours weekly. 

Jimmy McHale’s Ork is the show and 
dance org, with Don Rico and his Con- 
tinental Strings playing for the twin 
bars—Royal Blue Cocktail and the Old 
English Tavern—and dishing out the 
dansapation during McHale’s breathing 
spells. 

Late show of twice-nightly schedule 
runs 60 minutes. 

New show, produced by Jack Pomerov, 
of New York, might well be labeled one 
of its best, altho the Pomeroy-Earle 
Girls (8), with plenty of good looks and 
shapeliness, should dish out more charm. 
Costuming is lavish, particularly in the 
colorful Avenue of Trees production, 
warbled by Les Golden, emsee, with the 
ensemble carrying its own tree props.

Deuce is a gag production. Third bit is 
risque, but it went over for its novelty. 

Brown Derby, seating 275-300, is 
managed by Tony Brando and has no 
couvert.

Managed by Jay Faggen, former press 
agent and ballroom impresario, it has 
definitely established itself as a popu- 
lar spot for those patrons who want 
their entertainment spicy, noisy and 
darkly pulchritudinous. 

Catching some of the overflow at the 
near-by Cotton Club and drawing a lot 
of people who like to see a show at odd 
hours (four shows a night and a matinee 
Saturdays), this spct is offering an all- 
colored revue staged by Leonard Harper, 
with added speciaities by Charlie Mos- 
coni and special material by Billy K. 
Wells. 

Show is typically Harlem stuff, only 
smoother. There are 12 pretty dusky 
gals in pleasing song and dance num- 
bers that feature material that is as 
subtle as an elephant. There’s Lillian 
Fitzgerald, a versatile and attractive song 
and dancer, who’s subbing for Lovey 
Lane; Willie Jackson and Mae Brown, 
who offer an amusing shouting skit; 
the two Edward Sisters, vivacious tap 
dancers, who are daughters of the late 
Ziegfeld’s elevator man, if you want to 
know; Velma Middleton, a stout singer, 
who amazes with her spry acrobatics, 
and there’s Edna Mae Holley, called 
Ginger for short, who is a ravishing 
beauty and uses only a G string to 
hide it. There is also a quartet of Lindy 
Hop teams that burn up the floor and 
each other we suppose. One team com- 


prises Tiny Bunch, a 400-pound fellow, 
and a tiny girl. 

Then there’s Erskine Hawkins’ 13- 
piece orchestra that blares out the 
hotcha rhythms until you're compelled 
to either dance or ease your high blood 
pressure with drink or something. 
Hawkins toots the sax and lets the 
boys run riot with the brass, in prope: 
keeping with the name of the club and 
the note in your menu card reading 
“The American pace is rhythmic.” Dee 
Lloyd McKay is at the piano, rippling 
out the jazz in tingling fashion and 
singing occasional sweet choruses. 

Ginger also teams with Freddie, a 
handsome youth, in a snappy ballroom 
number, proving she can dance in addi- 
tion to stripping, while Syed Bahadour 
Mohamed Ali (Bahdo for short) emsees 
ingratiatingly and leads the band during 
the floor show. 

No-cover no-minimum policy seems 
popular and apparently helps out the 
informal something-always-going-on at- 
mosphere, too. Paul Denis.

NEW ORLEANS, March 6.—Musician 
union heads here deny rumors circu- 
lated that new night club contracts 
would be used by union to curtail remote 
control broadcasting from spots as per- 
mitted in the past. As long as remotes 
advertised the place of employment only 
and did not violate continuous playing 
rules union will be satisfied, an of- 
ficial said. 

“However, if the name of an advertiser 
other than the place of business is men- 
tioned,” he adds, “the broadcast becomes 
a commercial to be paid accordingly.”

NEW YORK, March 6.—During the last several weeks local talent scouts for 
the major film studios have been digging into vaude with exceptionally keen 
interest, giving the field recognition that it never before has had.

20th Century has been increasing its 
talent scouting staff here right along, 
with Ben Piermont and Carlton Hoag- 
land recent additions. While it is known 
that the company is handing out many 
contracts to vaude performers, the local 
office is keeping close-mouthed about 
revealing the names of those signed As 
to whether the company intends pro- 
ducing shorts, no confirmation was 
given, altho it was not denied. If this 
occurs it will be boom time for vaude, 
considering that Warner is also doing 
shorts here, the major proportion of tal- 
ent for these pix being recruited from 
vaude. 

Arthur Willi, aided by Dan Friendly, 
have been scouting the field thoroly for 
RKO-Radio, and both have a vaude 
background as bookers. Steve Trilling, 
Warner scout, also has a vaude back- 
ground.

These scouts are making themselves 
available and, in fact, go out of their 
way many times to likely sources of 
talent.

Houses slump with ban on 
giveaways—Morris Silver 


sees need of tryout spots

CHICAGO, March 6.—Temporarily de- 
prived of the highly lucrative giveaway 
nights by a local city ordinance and fac- 
ing the possibility of the ban becoming 
permanent, combined with the apparent 
failure of double features to draw, the- 
ater managers here have become vaude- 
minded, and occasional attractions are 
gradually finding their way to local 
stages. One of the larger circuits of 
motion picture houses has been testing 
the reaction of patrons to flesh enter- 
tainment in several of its stage-equipped 
theaters, with increased box-office re- 
sults. It is possible that these houses 
may inaugurate a permanent stage pol- 
icy of some kind in the near future. 

This newly aroused interest has 
brought up the necessity of a showing 
house as was in vogue here two years 
ago. Morris Silver, of the William Morris 
office, feels that the time is now ripe 
to resume preview nights in one or more 
local theaters, where not only offerings 
adaptable to theaters but night club 
talent as well would be afforded an op- 
portunity to show their wares to bookers 
and managers. Accordingly, negotiations 
have been practically concluded with one 
of the large circuits for the use of a 
southside theater for this purpose at 
the end of Lent. 

An interesting angle in connection 
with Silver’s desire for a preview house 
now is his experience along the same 
lines four years ago, when only two 
theaters in Chicago had a weekly stage 
policy. At that time he prevailed upon 
Balaban & Katz to permit the Morris 
office to utilize the Congress Theater 
one night each week for showing pur- 
poses, with the result that after three 
weeks of one-night stage shows the 
house found it good business to install 
a regular Saturday and Sunday vaude 
policy. The experiment was tried in 
other houses on the circuit and in a 
short time several spots had annexed 2 
week-end vaude bill to their usual pic- 
ture policy. 


Marcus Walkout in 
Salt Lake Theater 


SALT LAKE CITY, March 6.—Curtain 
dropped abruptly Tuesday night at the 
Faramount Theater here, the manage- 
ment announcing that the stage show, 
Revue Continental, owned by A. B. Mar- 
cus, was at an end. The 1,500 customers 
learned that the sudden closing was the 
result of a money dispute between Marcus 
and Earl McClurg, theater manager. Mc- 
Clurg offered to refund admissions and 
700 lined up at the box office. 

McClurg stated: ‘We paid Marcus 
$2,570 Monday for the first five days the 
company appeared. This evening just 
eas the show was starting I told him that 
he was to bear a proportionate share of 
the other expenses as we had previously 
agreed to do. He rushed backstage and 
ordered the curtain pulled. We were 
willing to carry out our part of the 
agreement.” 

Marcus charged that the theater did 
not live up to its terms. “We were to 
split the profits on a 50-50 basis after th« 
motion picture and musicians had been 
paid for. This was done daily until Tues- 
day, when the management demanded 
money for additional items, such as news- 
paper advertising, not called for in our 
agreement,” said Marcus. Later he said, 
“I lost my head.”

Brilliant and fast is the Clark Robin- 
son-conceived and produced 60-minute 
show, World’s Fairest on Parade. Charles 
W. Koerner has another hit to celebrate 
the 55th anniversary celebration. World’s 
Fairest is a big-time revue that contains 
click production numbers, tastefully 
colorful and enhanced by the line of 
lovelies (12) and their well-routined 
chores. Dynamite is the opening number, 
Show Girls of All Nations, introduced 
by 11 males in uniform warbling as the 
line, smartly outfitted in red, white and 
blue, go thru military formations, tap 
and kick numbers. Flag-bearers enter 
with huge flags concealing fem reps of 
foreign nations, each parading to a 
typical number sung backstage. 

In Spring is in the 1860s down South, 
with the ladies and gentlemen of the en- 
semble creating nice atmosphere for a 
love-song duet. Striking finale, The 
Greeks Had a Word for It, starts out 
with 12 one-foot-width scrim drops 
around which the line, in Roman prefect 
cuirass, are click in weaving in and out.

Nina 
Whitney, in tulle, does a toe ballet quite 
aesthetically. Anita Jakobi is okeh on 
the taps, spins, somers, etc., getting 
much applause. 

The Diamond Brothers, in from Euro- 
pean dates, follow a week of Ritz 
Brothers antics. However, the Diamonds 
(3) give a period full of slapstick, knock- 
about, body-smashing inanities, in addi- 
tion to nice tap, a bit of vocaling and 
general tomfoolery that gave the lads a 
good Hub reception. 

Reynolds and White present a funny 
musical tramp act that delighted the 
patrons. This is their second appear- 
ance at the RKO Keith this season. 
Worth the repeat. 

Show looks like a money-maker with 
sturdy fibers of production and material. 
Mysterious Crossing (U) is the flicker. 
Biz, as usual, good.

Heyday of vaude is recalled at Capitol 
this week, with ace variety bill emseed 
by Red Skelton making local debut after 
extended plugging by Loew boys. Pos- 
sessed of affable stage personality, Skel- 
ton runs thru gag stuff neatly, getting 
most over for creditable tallies. Trot- 
ting out that old _ lesson-in-dunking 
item, he gives it new twists, and house 
eats it up. Pix, Maid of Salem, furnish- 
ing most of draw. with biz fine at last 
show opening day. Phil Lampkin and 
pit boys on stage this time, doing better 
than okeh job. 

Fair enough warbling of Sing, Sing, 
Sing is Edna Stillwell’s contribution, 
emsee getting laughs meanwhile with 
pantomime and carrying signs, after 
which Jay and Lou Seiler deliver thoroly 
amusing nonsense on their rocker skis, 
prefacing with slow eccentric terp and 
the kids-going-to-school panto bit. Duo 
clicks with everything. 

Unrestrained burlesque takes stage 
next, Sue Ryan taking off on torcher 
doing Out in the Cold Again and vocal 
gymnastics of operatic soprano. Stances 
and mugging superb from laugh-drawing 
angle—customers responding to limit. 
Taken easily, encore has Alerander’s 
Ragtime Band in two styles—original 
ragging version, then wild swing effort 


with ork sending in top-flight fashion. 

Marilyn Marlowe presents a “concert 
in taps’”—and it is just that. No aimless 
time-and-breaking here, but a carefully 
planned tap presentation rating gal top 
position among femme staccato-steppers. 
Marlowe lass scores hard way—appealing 
to ear without spectacular, violent leg 
work or torso-tossing. She sells her taps 
straight and really sells them. Best of 
bill from talent standpoint. 

Jack Powell, blackface drumstick 
manipulator, is definitely sock with his 
unorthodox drumming style. Should 
have been spotted last for stronger close. 
Beating time on stage floor, walls, chair, 
rarely upon regular percussion equip- 
ment, his continuous rapping keeps 
house keyed up, brings it down on 
guitar strumming with sticks.

A well-paced show closes on the Four 
Kraddocks, eccentric gymnasts, whose 
rough-and-tumble antics are rather 
novel and easy to take.

Winnie and Bobbie Johnson radiated 
buoyant and refreshing youthfulness and 
scored as much on their personal charm 
as they did on their singing and tap 
dancing.

Benny Goodman and his swing orches- 
tra make their first theater appearance 
since the outfit hit the heights as a 
drawing attraction. For the jitter bugs, 
Goodman, his clarinet, band and swing 
trio and quartet send plenty to ultimate 
satisfaction, bringing the youngsters to 
truckin’ and Susi-Q’ing in the aisles. 
For the swing fans it’s the piece de re- 
sistance in the 14 or so months the 
Paramount has been playing bands. 
Excellent business at the house should 
suffice as proof of Goodman’s draw. Two 
factors that may hold down the business, 
however, are a weak picture, Maid of 
Salem, and the inclination of the swing 
fiends to sit thru two or even three 
Goodman shows. 

Only three breaks change the rhythm 
routine. Edith Mann does an okeh tap 
on toes for one of them; Frances Hunt 
sings a ballad and swing number, and 
Fritz and Jean Hubert sock strong with 
their drunk dance routines. Miss Hunt 
is all right as a vocalist, altho not up to 
par when compared with Goodman's 
former singer, Helen Ward 


Admitting that the band, as such, 
sends as deep as possible in its numbers, 
it’s really the trio and quartet, especially 
the latter, that break ’em down for real. 
Trio, Teddy Wilson on piano, Gene 
Krupa on drums and Goodman on black 
stick, contribute several of their notable 
numbers. Doesn’t seem as tho these 
efforts can be topped, but when Lionel 
Hampton, on the vibraphone, joins the 
other three, it really starts. Hampton is 
a swing virtuoso on the tubes, and his 
licks are extraordinary. Wilson, Krupa 
and Goodman are likewise top swing ex- 
ponents on their outlets and the ad lib- 
bing, jamming and sending kept the 
house in constant applause spurts. / 
Got Rhythm was done to a reception al- 
most unprecedented in this house. 

Altho his work in the trio and quartet 
numbers is smash stuff, Krupa makes 
them look like nothin’ in the last band 
number, a medley that is really a drum 
concerto. His rhythm work on the 
snare and tomtom is almost incredible, 
and he is not only a real artist on his 
instruments, but a showman par excel- 
lence, more so than Goodman, whose 
ability isn’t as forcibly brought home. 
What Krupa does with his sticks, not 
only on sheer rhythm, but on the off 
licks and interpolations, is something to 
see and hear. In listening to the quar- 
tet, it’s likely that the band might be 
overlooked as a whole. Shouldn't be, 
each instrumentalist a true cat. 

Wilson and Hampton play only in the 
trio and quartet numbers.

Ten minutes. 


This team has made rapid strides 
towards recognition by effectively com- 
bining straight ballroom work with 
adagio. 

Offer a three-dance repertory, first 
being a conventional tango-waltz that 
shuns sensationalisms but, rather, high- 
lights grace and ease in performing the 
customary spins, whirls and lifts. 
Second is a three-geared vehicle that 
allows for a vent to mood-expression and 
more sensational, impressionistic move- 
ments and tricks.

“Road” gets dispensations 
from Equity and 2 unions 
for Sabbath matinees

NEW YORK, March 6. — Meyer W. 
Weisgal, producer of Eternal Road, hav- 
ing received permission from Actors’ 
Equity and the stagehands’ and musi- 
cians’ unions, will inaugurate a series of 
Sunday matinees for the religious spec- 
tacle beginning March 21. When this is 
done Road will have been the first legit 
show to take advantage regularly of the 
New York law permitting Sunday per- 
formances. 

According to Weisgal, the normal 
schedule for Broadway attractions makes 
it impossible for a large section of the 
people to attend theaters. In recogni- 
tion of this fact, the various theatrical 
interests, aware of the educational, cul- 
tural and religious significance of the 
production, have concurred in the at- 
tempt to present the show to as many 
people as possible. 

A new scale of spring prices is to go 
into effect beginning with March 23, the 
range going from $1.10 to $3.30. Sunday 
matinees will be at a $2.75 top. Eight 
performances weekly, with three mati- 
nees, will be the regular schedule after 
the spring policy is started. Possibility 
that a ninth performance on Sunday 
evenings may be decided upon if condi- 
tions warrant. 


B’way Strippers Vie 
With Paris Nudes 


PARIS, March 1.—New revue at the 
Casino de Paris, Paris en Fete, reveals 
that the only talent Henri Varna un- 
earthed on his scouting expedition to 
New York was a quartet of burlesque 
strippers, Joan Douglas, Ellen Leigh, Lyn 
Logan and Therese Donaghue. In a 
typical Casino revue overflowing with 
shapely Parisian nudes these four coy 
American cuties have no easy job selling 
their strip technique. 

On the whole Varna’s new show tops 
any recent Casino revue. Stage settings 
are lavish and beautiful. with many 
novel mechanical and lighting effects. 
Program lists a cast that in length re- 
sembles several pages torn from the 
phone directory.

From Out Front 


By EUGENE BURR 


Quite a few years ago, when the Burr posterior ‘was regularly bruised by 
Inquisition-invented benches at the old Provincetown, when post-war hysteria still 
lent a mad lift to love of the arts, when cults flourished and an appreciation of 
Eugene O'Neill was a prerequisite of the Truly Cultured, I made a couple of cracks 
about impressionism in the theater—about impressionism in any of the arts for 
that matter. Qualifying enthusiastically as a lowbrow by bringing up the sacrosanct 
O’Neill as a case example, I claimed quaintly that impressionism and mechanism 
and surrealism and da-daism and every other ism of similar ilk were just so much 
garlic-boloney. Besides being the silly theories of silly young men who lacked the 
ability to put any theory into practice—or even the ability to create a theory that 
would appeal to anyone except a self-conscious intellectual aesthete—besides being 
all that, the isms were also ways in which such ineffectual young men might 
blatantly trumpet forth their shortcomings, their vast inability, their overwhelm- 
ing ineptitude in the fields they had elected to afflict. Unable to work in the 
mediums they themselves had chosen they picked on their own shortcomings and 


rationalized them into a cult. 


The Great God O'Neill, I’m afraid, was often used as an example, altho, in all 
justice, he did that sort of thing much less than many of the others. But the 
enlarging voodoo-symbol in All God’s Chillun, the masks in The Great God Brown 
—and later the asides in Strange Interlude and the length of Mourning Becomes 
Electra—were, I claimed, merely the devices of a man unable to write about his 
subjects fittingly and ably in a more accepted form. Such devices were seized 
upon with a sense of press-agentry worthy of a Shaw and made into intellectualized 
boob-startlers for the carriage trade. And also for the self-conscious intellectual 
aesthetes, who, having neither standards nor sense of their own, fell easy prey. 

O'Neill bore the brunt because he was the most famous and the most obvious 
man to bear it, but there were others who went far beyond. Naively they trumpeted 
forth their own incompetence and called it art. 

The objections of a youthful Burr extended into fields other than the theater. 
Vers libre and the stream-of-consciousness style—devices invented for the delecta- 
tion of any booby who possessed the desire but not the ability to write—were cases 


in point. 


Arguments proving the contention were—and still are—almost endless. There’s 
no use going into all of them again, particularly since most of the isms have died 
painless, quiet and very natural deaths, while most of the insistent young people 
who supported them have grown up into housewives and ribbon clerks and invest- 
ment brokers and shopkeepers and waitresses and garbage collectors—which is 
what they really were all the time if only they had known it. There’s no use going 
again into the arguments; but if you want proof you can try it out on yourself. 
Write something in vers libre or the stream-of-consciousness style; then try to do 
some really good writing; then tell me which is the more difficult. And if you have 
any ability and happen therefore to be successful, tell me which is the more 


effective. 


All of which is brought up to serve as a rambling introduction to a few 
remarks sent in to Whitney Bolton, of The Morning Telegraph, by a gentleman 
who signed himself Ellery Higginson. Mr. Bolton reprinted them and, in part at 
least, so will I. Mr. Higginson, who admits that in his youth he was himself a 
devotee of the isms, speaks of impressionism in the theater: 


. - While some of the younger critics were going about stroking beards that 


they didn’t have and finding hidden meanings in impressionism it was, all the 
time, an essentially humbug school of theatrical creation. Principally, it was a 
school with pretty poorly talented members. The boys couldn’t write real plays 
for apples, so they tried to cover up deficiencies with screwiness. The more screwy, 
the more significant the rapt devotees found the impressionism. 

“Let me point out that there is nothing new about the stream of consciousness 
type of thinking. They probably did it way back in the cave days, only they didn’t 
have psychiatrists around to give it meaning and a label.” 

I wish there were space to quote Mr. Higginson more fully—but in any case, 
he ends his treatise with: “There is a four-letter word for impressionism. Don’t 


flinch. It’s this: n-u-t-s! Right?” 
Right!

If Gilbert Miller really meant it when 
he said that he produced Promise in 
order to cut down on his income tax 
he ought to be a very happy man 
teday. For with the production of Barre 
Lyndon’s The Amazing Dr. Clitterhouse 
at the Hudson Theater Tuesday night 
his tax should be sliced a great deal 
more. It is a play that wholeheartedly 
fails to share the adjectival attribute 
of its title. 

The author did undoubtedly have a 
good melodramatic idea—that of a doc- 
tor who wants to investigate the 
physiological effects of crime upon its 
habituees and who therefore becomes 
the mysterious leader of a band of ex- 
traordinarily successful thieves. But it 
takes more than an idea to make a play 
—and Dr. Clitterhouse is written out in 
the most obvious of stage terms. Fol- 
lowing a straightforward and dishearten- 
ingly expected course, it carefully allows 
you to see happening those things that 
you are sure will happen. Trying to 
be a melodrama, it avoids the element 
of the unsuspected; trying to be ex- 
citing, it dumps each climax back into 
the laps of the customers. So foreseen 


is all its action that the whole drama 
seems almost Jike necessary exposition 
preceding the start of the plot, so that 
you wait from scene to scene for the 


play itself to begin. At the final cur- 
tain you are still waiting. 


It almost all comes under the head- 
ing of unnecessary exposition. Thus we 
see the good doctor discovered by his 
faithful nurse; we see him contact a 
“fence” and so meet various plug-uglies 
who become the nucleus of his band; we 
see the group plotting a robbery; we see 
the group carrying out the robbery; we 
see the group dividing the spoils after 
the robbery. As the only hint of ex- 
citement we see the “fence” discover 
the doctor’s identity and try to black- 
mail him. But then, just as we ex- 
pected, we see the doctor finish off the 
crook with a conveniently pocketed tube 
of heroin. And then the author man- 
ages to extricate the play from what 
threatens to be an embarrassing situa- 
tion by having the doctor apprehended, 
by having him go off cheerfully to jail, 
heartened by his attorney’s conviction 
that no jury in the world, confronted 
with his crimes and their reasons, would 
judge him anything but hopelessly 
insane. 


Lewis Allen, in his direction, does his 
best to bring suspense and excitement 
to the pedestrian course of a play that 
fundamentally should have been any- 
thing but pedestrian. He is particularly 
successful in the scene that shows the 
robbery—a scene incidentally that is 
needed even less than most of the others. 


Sid Cedric Hardwicke, who seems to 
be working overtime to lower Mr. Miller’s 
income tax, plays the title role suavely 
and amusingly, flicking with the rapier 
point of his technical finesse whatever 
entertainment he can from the heavy 
carcass of the melodrama. And he is 
given for the most part very able sup- 
port by Edward Fielding, as a friendly 
policeman; Ernest Jay and Alexander 
Field, who do splendidly detailed and 
effective jobs as his two chief hench- 
men; Victor R. Beecroft, who makes a 
carefully etched character out of a 
minor gangster; Helen Trenholme, who 
is breath-takingly lovely as the nurse; 
Frederic Worlock, as the attorney; Clar- 
ence Derwent, who gives an overdetailed 
characterization of the “fence,” and 
Muriel Hutchison, a statuesque young 
lady who wears a couple of not too un- 
revealing negligees as a gangster’s moll. 


Dickstein May: 
Amend His Bill 


WASHINGTON, March 6.— Politicos 
are still playing football with the Dick- 
stein Alien Actor Bill, Dickstein’s state- 
ment a few days ago that he might 
amend the measure to facilitate the in- 
terchange of artists between this and 
foreign countries being greeted with 
approval by American artists before fhe 
committee. Idea now is to keep out of 
this country artists who would take the 
jobs of native men and women and to 
admit to the country the same number 
of artists as are permitted to perform 
in other countries. This last point, 
Dickstein intimated, might be dropped 
so as to permit the entrance of aliens 
of high talent. 


Miss Evelyn Brant, opera singer, repre- 
senting the Grand Opera Artists’ Asso- 
ciation, stated before the committee that 
alien singers, while not eligible for 
membership in her organization, never- 
theless organized into a competing body. 


Fern Andra, actress and picture pro- 
ducer, claimed she could not appear in 
Europe or make pictures there owing to 
discrimination by Central European 
countries.

Spring Dance, which saw the light of 
day at a summer theater last season and 
was fooled around with early this year 
on Broadway by Jed Harris, was pre- 
sented at the 57th Street Playhouse last 
night by the Feagin School of Dramatic 
Art. Under Reginald Bach’s direction, 
the light comedy of college girls who 
snare a man for one of their number 
becomes good entertainment, making 
allowances for the inexperience of the 
cast. 


Some of the performances, tho, are 
remarkably smooth, notably David 
Evans, as Lippincott; Mary Shannon, as 
Kate McKim, and Tom Stewart, as Pro- 
fessor Walter Beckett. Latter’s appear- 
ances are few, but are substantial 
enough to enable Stewart to make a fine 
impression. Ruth Max, Maureen Whelan 
and Alan Jason grow more convincing as 
the play goes on, the latter in particular 
sprinkling his performance with the cor- 
rect amount of bovine characteristics.

E SHALL watch with interest progress made by the 

Burlesque Critics’ Association, recently formed in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and composed of critics employed by the 
capital’s daily newspapers. The particularly encouraging fea- 
ture insofar as the burlesque industry is concerned is that the 
embryonic group aims to corral nation-wide membership from 
among drama commentators and reviewers connected with 
dailies. 


This represents the first step taken in recent years by out- 
siders to reawaken public interest in burlesque and to raise 
the standards of burlesque shows. It is symptomatic of the 
state to which burlesque has fallen that such action should 
come from men not connected in any way with the industry; 
men who would seem to be interested very little in the welfare 
of a field that is lowest in public esteem but which seems to 
possess more vigor than its related fields in the world of 
stage shows. 


The national publicity garnered by Morton and H. Kay 
Minsky on the occasion of the hearings on the Dickstein Bill 
showed quite definitely that the stripping forte of burlesque is 
not looked upon with as much frowning by the press as most 
of us had believed. Evidently the hardiness of this phenome- 
non has caused it to be accepted as an integral part of Ameri- 
can amusements. Perhaps our country is already at the stage 
where sex hypocrisy and blue-nosed Puritanism are losing 
their potency as battle cries for politicians and promoters 
looking for ammunition. Whatever the cause, it seems to be 
possible at last to develop stripping into a fine art for the 
masses and in more ornate form for the consumers of expen- 
sive amusement. 


The Washington trail blazers are evidently quite sincere 
in their intention to focus public interest on burlesque. Per- 
sonal publicity could hardly be the motive of men of their 
caliber. It is conceivable that burlesque represents a hobby 
to them as it does to the many persons of intelligence far above 
the level of morons. Burlesque (as we have often stated) has 
all the elements of what the ideal entertainment for the masses 
should possess. The trouble with burlesque has been the too 
great stress laid on sex and the sloppiness of production and 
niggardliness with expenditures for comedy material. 


If the right kind of men get into the field burlesque 
should again find itself on top of the heap and it should 
again prove to be the spawning grounds of talent for radio, 
stage and talkies. 


Burlesque has been, as far back as we can remember, a 
slum street commodity. The burlesque theaters of leading 
cities are usually located either on the fringe or in the midst 
of the demi-monde. This will not continue to be the case if 
the men who comment on the drama and other amusement 
forms for the leading dailies espouse its cause. As soon as bur- 
lesque is accepted as something unique, exciting and thoroly 
enjoyable by the more substantial elements of society it will 
lose, perhaps, some of the charm it now possesses as a poor 
man’s pastime but it will most assuredly enter the big money 
class. When that happens we are inclined to predict that the 
short-sighted men who are now holding burlesque back will 
be shoved off the map by the fierce competition. Burlesque 
will be affluent, fairly respectable and more closely linked 
with other fields as a source of ideas and talent. But we won- 
der whether it will still be burlesque. That is, the kind of 
burlesque we used to know and love in the good old days 
when homely, earthy and blatant comedy was king.

PLOT—Sir Richard Ingolby and his 
son, Michael, are captured when they 
attack a Spanish ship way back in Eliz- 
abeth’s days. Their captor knew Sir 
Richard 30 years before, so he allows 
Mike to escape, tho papa is kept as fuel 
for the Inquisition fires. Mike is aided 
by his captor’s daughter, Elena, stays 
a while as a servant in the house, and 
then escapes to England, swearing ven- 
geance on Spain.

Tokens and Taxes 
In Southern‘ States 


NEW ORLEANS, March 6.—“Tokenitis” 
continues to spread in the land of cot- 
ton and cane. Effective March 1, thea- 
ter ops of Alabama had their first ex- 
perience with wrestling with one and 
five-mill slugs, as other Southern States 
have been doing for some time. Tax is 
2 per cent and covers all retail busi- 
nesses, with few exceptions. The 2 
per cent token collection replaces a 11% 
per cent gross tax in effect since Jan- 
uary 1. 

On February 26 Governor Bailey of 
Arkansas signed into law a new 2 per 
cent retail sales tax to last for two years. 
No exemptions are ruled in the new act. 
Arkansas House defeated a Senate-ap- 
proved bill for a 15 per cent tax on 
theater Bank Night gifts. Bill had 
passed the Senate by a 21 to 0 count. 

Louisiana will adopt a 2 per cent 
gi@ss sales tax effective May 1, aban- 
doning the use of tokens and abolishing 
the New Orleans city luxury tax of an- 
other 2 per cent, it was learned on good 
authority this week. Unconfirmed re- 
port is that theaters and other amuse- 
ments will be forced to pay the 2 
per cent on gross receipts, altho under 
token rule all amusement admissions 
are exempt due to welfare tax of 2 
per cent in most communities of the 
State. Other insiders intimate that tax 
rate may be raised to 4 per cent tax on 
State-wide scale. 


Mich. Bill To Nix Lotteries 

LANSING, Mich., March 6.—A bill has 
been introduced into the State Legis- 
lature here to forbid lottery schemes 
in an attempt to attract persons to 
theaters and other public places and 
gatherings. Measure would apply alike 
to lottery schemes in which a charge 
is made for the distribution of tickets, 
tokens, numbers and other parapher- 
nalia and to those in which such dis- 
tribution is free.

In a recent Forum letter Walter L. 
Main expressed an interest in minstrel 
shows, especially of the period when he 
was passing from wagon-show to rail- 
road-circus experience. The history of 
minstrel shows, 
like that of the 
circus, can be foi- 
lowed thru a long 
period of popular-

ity. For about 80 
years, beginning

about 1842, min- 


strel organizations held a dominant in- 
fluence over the patrons of theaters; the 
public as a whole seemed to prefer the 
minstrel show as indoor entertainment 
just as it has the circus for the outdoor 
attraction. Perhaps the average reader 
of The Billboard is not familiar with the 
fact that our earliest minstrels began 
their careers as public entertainers in 
variety theaters and as concert perform- 
ers and clowns in circuses prior to or- 
ganization of the earliest minstrel shows. 
Dan Emmett, famous as the author of 
Dizie, was one of the original four who 
appeared in minstrelsy in 1843. Emmett 
was a native of Mt. Vernon, O., born in 
1815. Early in life he became a singer 
of Negro melodies. In 1840 he traveled 
with the Cincinnati Circus. A pal of 
Emmett and one of the original four in 


Popularity of 


minstrelsy also traveled with the Cin- 
cinnati Circus, which was under man- 
agement of Charles J. Rogers and toured 
Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and Virginia. 
William M. Whitlock was another of the 
early-day minstrels who started in show- 
manship as a variety performer in New 
York and then with Whipple’s Circus 
thru the South. Minstrelsy after 1844 
made rapid progress. The Original 
Christy Minstrels, African Minstrels, 
Buckley’s Minstrels, New Orleans Sere- 
naders, Kentucky Minstrels and others 
organized during the late '40s and early 
*60s in such rapid succession that min- 
strel organizations took a prominent 
position in the field of entertainment 
for theater patrons all over the United 
States and in England. San Francisco 
Minstrels, organized in 1854 by Charlie 
Backus, who with his associates gave 
San Francisco and principal cities of 
the Coast high-class minstrelsy, until in 
1864 they decided to go to New York 
City. In April, 1865, they opened at 585 
Broadway, opposite Niblo’s Garden, and 
that was the beginning of a long and 
prosperous presentation of minstrelsy 
under that title. The 805th perform- 
ance at the Broadway location on March 
9, 1868, was given much publicity as an 
engagement remarkable for its continu- 
ous popularity. Thru the ’70s and until 
the death of Charlie Backus in summer 
of 1883 the San Francisco Minstrels were 
a recognized institution of importance 
among entertainments in the theaters of 
the metropolis. An official program is- 
sued by Birch & Backus in the early 
*80s included in the roster cf? performers 
Billy Sweatnam and Bob Slavin on the 
ends. On the back of that program is 
shown a picture of the interior of the 
famous Hoffman House cafe, considered 
the handsomest and most expensively 
furnished saloon in the United States. 
Nineteenth Century programs include 
Callender’s Georgia Minstrels, en tour 
during 1876; Mme. Rentz’s Minstrels, in 
1879; Delehanty, Hengler & Bloodgood, 
in 1870, and Henry & Morris Minstrels, 
1876. Al G. Field, after clowning with 
Sells Bros. and other circuses, organized 
his minstrel show in 1886. Lew Dock- 
stader’s, Barlow's, Wilson's and Primrose 
& West’s in 1878 were a great combina- 
tion of minstrel talent. Jack Haverly’s 
Mastodon Minstrels, Bryant’s Minstrels, 
McNish, Slavin & Johnson’s Minstrels, 
Hi Henry’s Minstrels and scores of others 
that drew the masses to opera houses 
from 1880 to about 1920 complete a list 
which I am sure would interest and 
amaze Mr. Main and other Forum letter 
writers and readers if they could peruse 
the programs, which are documentary 
evidence of minstrel popularity for a 
long period and now almost unknown 
to 20th Century amusement seekers.

I was arrested 
and told I would get 30 days or a $50 
fine. Soon “Cookie” and Carl Hathaway 
came along and asked what the trouble 
was. Before long “Cookie” had it fixed. 
In 1934 I went out with the Big One. 
I had just pulled the stringer wagon on 
the lot one day when a colored boy said: 
“No use bringing that wagon in here: 
we is all on a strike.” I unhooked the 
team and went to the stable. In a short 
time I saw Cook talking and swinging 
his hands to the canvasmen just like 
old Happy Jack Snellen used to do.

This night spot, managed by Bob 
Graham, displays a talent for shrewd- 
ness in picking entertainers. Because 
Cafe Madrid is an out-cf-the-way spot, 
on the outskirts of Buffalo, the manage- 
ment puts a show here that packs ’em in 
from all corners of Western New York. 
Strangely, it is not the kind of hot show 
that one would expect, but rather a 
high-class bill comprised of aces-high 
acts that remind one of prosperous 
vaudeville days. 

Gene Maxwell is a bright, well-poised 
emsee who knows his onions, has a gift 
for tossing the king’s English without 
being ostentatious, and a genial per- 
sonality. His wife, Tiny Binder, a 
midget, puts on very cute song-and- 
dance acts and is really an excellent 
performer. Doesn’t depend on her di- 
minutiveness, but really has something 
to offer. 

Jack Gregory and Company, the com- 
pany meaning wife Josephine, belongs 
on a stage playing for packed houses. 
He’s the best hoopster we've ever seen, 
making the ovals do drunk acts, pick up 
a handkerchief from the floor and even 
do the carioca. Unusual also is his sense 
of humor. 

Sylvia La Rue is a very pleasing sing- 
er. Sings the blues and has a real tear 
in her voice. She’s charming and gifted 
with a well-controlled voice. 

The Roxianna Girls, chorus of four, are 
individually talented. Peggy Randall is 
a finished acrobatic-contortion dancer. 
Gerry Shaw and Margy Hall, tapsters, 
are fast and tricky. Patricia Warner, 
singer-tapster, is peppy and versatile. A 
well-matched line. 

Jimmy Anderson’s colored seven-piece 
band is a hot dance outfit, but extremely 
poor when accompanying the _ show. 
Their swing rhythm is very satisfactory, 
but they don’t seem to know how to 


work with the entertainers. Anderson, 
conductor-bass viol player, has a good 
voice and a snappy manner. He'd be 
tops for a strictly dance spot.

The Cranker vapor 
bath, which will soon be demonstrated 
in the Women’s Industrial Exposition 
in Grand Central Palace, New York 
City, is really a miniature Turkish bath 
confining steam for home use, altho it 
is most suitable for operators of indoor 
and outdoor tanks alike interested in 
offering further advantages to patrons. 


Device consists of a rubberized tent 
that fits around one’s throat with a 
turtle neck and falls to the floor over 
the knees in front and over the top of 
a stiff chair in back. There is also a 
pan for water, which one attaches to 
an electric plug and leaves on the floor 
under the chair to steam. Vapor from 
this pan is confined by the rubberized 
coat. What a gadget for those in the 
aquatic biz who want to operate a 
Turkish bath in conjunction with their 
tanks but who don't want to have the 
expense or the bother! 


This pocket-sized Turkish bath is 
the last word in simplicity and effective- 
ness. Because of its material it can be 
made into a very small package and 
each one can be stored away into a very 
small corner. Looks like just the thing 
many pool men, especially those running 
inclosed natatoriums, have been seeking 
in place of a steamroom which takes up 
so much space. 

The electrical unit, with the regula- 
tion button, permits exactly the tem- 
perature wanted at all times by the 
mere pushing on or off of a control 
switch. In other words, one of these 
devices or an entire series can be oper- 
ated by patrons themselves without need 
of attendants. 

This department has had the honor of 
witnessing the first demonstration and, 
as you may have gathered, I’m really 
“sold” on the idea. Few really new 
and practical items for bathing estab- 
lishments have made their appearance 
this year.

N. Y.; Harry C. Baker, Inc., New York 
City; Riverview Beach, Pennsville, N. J.; 
Pleasure Beach, Bridgeport, Conn.; 
Woodside Park, Philadelphia, and Spring 
Lake Park, Oklahoma City, Okla. They 
were all satisfied with the savings made 
and their relations with the insurance 
company covering both inspection and 
claim service. In all there were 619 
devices covered in 77 different locations, 
and the premium volume obtained was 
very satisfactory to both the insurance 
company and the national association. 

In addition to the 10 per cent reduc- 
tion over rates previously obtainable, 
the indications are that all participants 
in this policy will receive in addition a 
refund of at least 10 per cent of the 
total premiums paid thru the profit 
participation indorsement. In the ag- 
gregate this will amount to a great deal 
and to each one will mean a very sub- 
stantial reduction in annual insurance 


costs. 
Plan is Outlined 


While the accident experience as to 
cost of claim settlements was very satis- 
factory during 1936, it is the hope of 
the company and the association that 
substantially better results will be 
shown in 1937 and later years, with the 
effect of increasing the annual refund 
on profit participation to perhaps 15 or 
even 20 per cent. 

John L. Campbell, who was instru- 
mental in working out the plan in co- 
operation with the insurance committee 
and the Associated Indemnity Corpora- 
tion, has been designated as broker-of- 
record by the Associated Indemnity Cor- 
poration. He will personally handle the 
Eastern and Southeastern business and 
has arranged with the office of Fred S. 
James & Company, Chicago, to take care 
of the Central, Southern and Western 
territory. This will greatly facilitate the 
handling of all inquiries and taking 
care of writing policies and other nego- 
tiations with policy-holders. 

An outline of this insurance plan is 
given herewith: 

1. This business will be written by 
the Associated Indemnity Corporation of 
California, a company of excellent stand- 
ing. with its head offices in San Fran- 
cisco and service branches at strategic 
points thruout the country. 

2. The policy form will be substan- 
tially the same as that which has been 
employed in the past. 

3. The brokers with whom amuse- 
ment park, pool and beach owners and 
operators and concessioners should com- 
municate are John L. Campbell, Munsey 
Building, Baltimore, Md., for Eastern 
and Southeastern parts of the United 
States, and Fred S. James & Company, 
175 West Jackson Boulevard, Chicago, 
for Central, Southern and Western sec- 
tions of the United States. 

4. The rates for this year will be 10 
per cent less than the 1937 manual rates 
as published by the National Bureau of 
Casualty and Surety Underwriters. If 
these new rates are not available when 
insurance is required, the 1936 rates will 
be used and the 1937 rates will be ap- 
plied by indorsement when available. 
In any case where the 1937 rates may 
represent an increase the operator will 


have the privilege of pro rata cancella- 
tion if desired. This 10 per cent reduc.- 
tion will be applied to the minimum 
premium as well as the specific rate on 
each device. 


Profit-Sharing Provided 


5. The entire 25 per cent CHARGE 
FOR ADDITIONAL INTERESTS which 
has been imposed by previous carriers 
where there is a common interest, such 
as between owner and concessioner, les- 
see and concessioner, or owner of park 
and lessee-operator of park, has been 
eliminated. However, if additional con- 
tractual liability is assumed by the in- 
sured, an extra charge will be made 
commensurate with the contractual lia- 
bility assumed. 

6. This insurance will be available in 
every part of the United States at the 
reduced rates, except where minimum 
rates are fixed by State laws. 


7. Experience credits that have been 
earned by parks, pools, beaches and con- 
cessioners will be applied as in the past. 

8. In addition to the reductions and 
benefits outlined, a PROFIT-SHARING 
PLAN IS ALSO A PART OF THE AR- 
RANGEMENT. The premiums earned 
and actually paid to the company by all 
active members of the National Associa- 
tion of Amusement Parks, Pools and 
Beaches under the special amusement 
park public liability policy issued by the 
company shall be taken to represent in- 
come.

Pirate Girl Beats Western Damsels, 
“Too Restricted” for Frisco Expo 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 6.—Theme of 
Golden Gate International Exposition 
here in 1939, the Pirate Girl, a gay and 


gallant buccaneer, personified by Fern 
Arnold, one of San Francisco’s beauties, 
will be for the San Francisco fair what 
the rangerette and the senorita were in 
Dallas and San Diego, and more. She 
will be the motif of many publicity 
stunts and co-operative advertising ideas. 
When the exposition opens scores of her 
will be on hand in pirate boots and other 
typical items of buccaneer apparel to 
welcome the world to “Treasure Island.” 

Clyde M. Vandeburg, director of pub- 
licity, said the pirate-girl idea was se- 
lected after long consideration of vari- 
ous theme-girl possibilities. Among 
those considered were the forty-niner 
girl, the Wild West (Calamity Jane) girl 
and others. It was felt that these purely 
Western girls were too restrictive: did 
not lend themselves to effective costum- 


ing. The pirate girls will emphasize the 
romance of the seven seas that has al- 
ways diffused its glamour over San Fran- 
cisco Bay. They will also carry out the 
Pageant of the Pacific idea. since the 
pirate has been a figure in the histories 
of every Pacific land. 

When the Treasure Island girl was in- 
troduced at a Commercial Club luncheon 
guests were entertained by an animated 
poster manufactured on the design of a 
pioneer San Francisco display advertis- 
ing firm. A poster titled “Headlines of 
the Future; Welcome to Pleasure Island, 
a Preview of 1939.” had in the fore- 
ground a wooden-legged pirate. with a 
cutlass in constant motion. The figure 
was embossed in papier mache and 
painted by artists. Animation of the 
arm was provided by a small mechanical 
oscillating movement. In front of the 
pirate a treasure chest was placed, with 
crossed swords by its side. A fish net 


provided a decorative background.

277,000 paid admissions, 44,000 more 
than last year, passed thru turnstiles 
and that the consensus of exhibitors .n- 
dicated that a bigger and more elaborate 
array of displays may be expected for 
the 1938 stanza. 

Exhibits ranged from large wild life 
and natural resource displays by North- 
ern States and Canadian provinces to 
amusement park riding and other 
amusement devices. Several coin-con- 
trolled amusement and skill games were 
exhibited, including a couple new to 
the market.

DALLAS, March 6,—Greater Texas and 
Pan-American Exposition began to take 
definite form last week as George 
Marshall, amusements and sports pro- 
moter, outlined his double program and 
submitted a buildup campaign that 
fair officials hope will make his per- 
sonality a real threat to Billy Rose. 


Ray Foley, director of operations, said 
40 per cent of exhibit space has been 
sold, most contracts representing renew- 
als by last year’s exhibitors, as few big 
name exhibitors have come in for the 
1937 fair as yet. J. Ed Brown, director 
of concessions, said he will announce 
a large number of new contracts about 
March 15. It was tentatively decided 
that Black Forest will be razed and its 
central location on the midway occupied 
by a Mexican village. 


Marathon Is Scheduled 


From his Washington office Mr. Mar- 
shall outlined this general sports sched- 
ule: 


1—Marathon race from Mexico City 
to Dallas, run by entrants from each 
nation of Pan-America for a $10,000 
cash purse split among four winners. 
Race would end in Dallas on June 12, 
and Secretary of State Cordell Hull, ex- 
pected to open the exposition, would be 
honorary judge. Auto trailers and short- 
wave broadcasting equipment would ac- 
company runners on the 1,300-mile trip. 


2—Pan-American Olympics in which 
best athletes of United States and Latin- 
American countries would compete in 
standard Olympic events. 


3—Inter-American boxing tournament, 
in which the United States Golden 
Gloves team would meet picked teams 
from South America in standard-weight 
classes. 

4—-Series of auto races thru streets of 
Dallas with a $10,000 cash purse. 

In addition Mr. Marshall has planned 
polo, baseball, soccer and horsemanship 
contests. The game of jai alai will also 
be brought into the exposition. 

All sports events are to be staged un- 
der affiliation with the American Ath- 
letic Union. Bob Humphreys, Fort 
Worth, has been named director of sports 
under Mr. Marshall and left for New 
York, where he will confer with di- 
rectors and officials of the AAU about 
his program. Jimmy Stewart, director 
of athletic events for Texas Centennial, 
was named as Mr. Humphreys’ assistant.

Billings Will Be Host to Golden 


Jubilee on Fairgrounds in 1939 


BILLINGS, Mont., March 6.—Billings, 
thru its Commercial Club, will, in Au- 
gust, 1939, stage the Golden Jubilee Ex- 
position of Montana, commemorating the 
Treasure State’s 50 years of history in 
the old and new West. General plans 
for the celebration and Montana Home- 
coming were announced by Chandler C. 
Cohagen, president of the club, who said 
committees had been at work on the 
project since July of last year. High- 
light will be a colorful pageant depicting 
important historical events with a court 
of exhibition halls tracing growth of in- 
dustries from the time this State joined 
the union in 1889 to 1939. 

Even’ tho the event is two and a half 
years in the future, arrangements are be- 
ing considered by the exposition commit- 
tees for increased seating capacity at Mid- 
land Empire Fairgrounds, where historical 
pageant and other events will be pre- 
sented. Billings, capital of the Midland 
Empire sector of the State, during the 


exposition, will play for the first time 
in history the role of host to the State 
and entire West. 

No touch of the new West will remain 
in the business district or on pageantry 
grounds. Plans are for the entire busi- 
ness district to be roped off and feed 
and water troughs, hay and straw piles 
will line the curbing where automobiles 
park today. 

Proximity to Billings of the Northern 
Cheyenne and Crow Indian reservations, 
Custer battlefield and other points of 
interest were deciding factors in this 
city’s decision to stage the exposition. 
Local representatives of State and na- 
tional firms have assured the Commer- 
cial Club support in its most extensive 
program ever undertaken. Railroads and 
other transportation companies will play 
an important part. Providing an addi- 
tional incentive, former Montanans liv- 
ing in other States will be invited to re- 
turn to view and participate in the Gol- 
den Jubilee. 


the Citizens’ League of Licking County 
has been organized with Graham Kirk.

Point purchased 27 acres just north of 
town for a permanent site of Clay 
County Fair and to serve as a city park 
Tract adjoins 13 acres purchased some 
time ago to give the association about 
40 acres on which to establish a fair 
plant. 


LINCOLN, Neb.—With a disinterested 
attitude Nebraska Legislature advanced 
the bill prohibiting carnivals and cir- 
cuses play dates within 18 days or six 
miles of a town or city location of a 
State or county fair. Vote on the meas- 
ure for advancement was 19 to 12, with 
a dozen members not voting. This is a 
resuscitated bill, with amendments al- 
lowing fairs involved to decide in in- 
dividual cases rather than have a com- 
pulsory law. 


CHILTON, Wis. — Calumet County 
Agricultural Association adopted changes 
in by-laws and voted to celebrate its 
golden jubilee in summer or fall of 
1938. 

MADISON, Wis.—Krueger Bill in the 
State Assembly provides for creation of 
Wisconsin New York World’s Fair com- 
mittee of two senators, three assembly- 
men and three persons appointed by the 
governor. The committee would get an 
appropriation of $2,500 to report on 
plans for adequate presentation of prog- 
ress of Wisconsin at New York World's 
Fair in 1939. 


HARTFORD, Conn.—Ralph E. Gerth, 
real estate man of West Hartford, has 
brought suit against Chase National 
Bank of New York City for commission 
he claims due him on sale of Charter 
Oak Park, well-known fairgrounds here, 
asking commission of 5 per cent on pur- 
chase price, understood to be about 
$120,000.

Peak Has Not Been Reached in Pa.; 
°37 Annuals To Soar, Says Swoyer 


Secretary Charles W. Swoyer, Pennsyl- 
vania State Association of County Fairs, 
and secretary of Reading Fair, in his re- 
port to the annua! meeting of the State 
Association in Harrisburg, said, in part: 


Pennsylvania State Association of 
County Fairs, organized on April 2, 1913, 
at the Bolton House, Harrisburg, with 
13 fair associations represented, has to- 
day for the 25th annual meeting lived 
thru great prosperity and also endured 
the worst depression this country ever 
had. Last year the fairs in Pennsyl- 
vania came thru with increased attend- 
ance and increased receipts, especially 
those fairs that had good weather. While 
it might appear that some fairs have 
reached their peak, there is plenty of 
optimism for this year, and preparations 
are under way for an even greater climb. 
Even if some fairs fall down this year, 
due either to bad weather or adverse 
conditions, I believe that the average of 
all the fairs held in Pennsylvania will be 
higher than that in 1936. 

The secretary of a fair, bearing in 
mind that the educational program is 
the background of a _ successful fair, 
must have a well-balanced premium list 
in the various departments to make it 
interesting for exhibitors. In addition 
to that, after the entries are all in, he 
must let the public know what it 
can expect to find at his fair. The pub- 
lic is as “fair-minded” today as ever, 
and with better times and more money 
to spend we are bound to have a greater 
success than in 1936. 

Estimated attendance of all county 
and community fairs during 1936 was 
2,178,094, and in 1935 total attendance 
was 1,850,870. There was a remarkable 
increase in total paid admissions and 
total receipts of gate admissions at last 
year’s fairs. In 1936 1,192,108 people 
paid $388,048.50, as against 946,372 peo- 
ple paying $308,710.14 in 1935. Total 
receipts from all sources of all the fairs 
in 1936 amounted to $893,301.27, as 
against $745,276.91 in 1935. Total ex- 
penses of all fairs in 1936 amounted to 
$854,966.70, as against $698,454.16 in 
1935, showing that the profit from all 
the fairs in 1936 amounted to $38,334.57, 
as against $46,822.75 in 1935. 


Must Consider Problems 


You will note that during 1936 there 
were 83 fairs that operated and filed re- 
ports, of which 42 associations operated 


at a loss. In view of this last statement 
I would suggest to the associations that 
showed a loss that they arrange their 
1937 budgets so that their expenses 
are kept under their 1936 receipts. The 
day of reckoning is bound to come, 
sooner or later, and no fair can continue 
operating at a loss indefinitely. 

In 1933 the Legislature passed an ap- 
propriation for county fairs amounting 
to $85,000, which was $15,818.59 short of 
the amount that should have been ap- 
propriated to pay the fairs thruout the 
State the amounts they were entitled to 
under the Act of Assembly. In 1935, 
when this association met, there were 
no funds in the State treasury to have 
a deficiency bill passed to take care of 
this shortage, so the Legislature in 1935 
reduced the appropriation from $85,000 
to $75,000. 

During the last four years a number 
of new county and community fairs were 
organized and operating, and the 
amount appropriated in 1935 should 
have been $107,476.74, so the appropria- 
tion was short $32,476.74 of the proper 
amount. The deficiency that exists from 
1933, 1934, 1935 and 1936 amounts to 
$48,295.33. In 1935 the Legislature 
passed an Amusement Tax Act, whereby 
fair associations were exempt from said 
tax but the revenue department ruled 
that midways and grand-stand seats were 
not exempt under the act. Due to this 
ruling, the revenue department collected 
many thousands of dollars from fairs 
thruout the State. I feel that the asso- 
ciation should go on record and have 
a resolution passed requesting J. Hansell 
French, secretary of agriculture, to have 
a deficiency bill passed amounting to 
$48,295.33, in order to pay the fair asso- 
ciations thruout the State the amounts 
they are entitled to under the act since 
1933. At the same time ask the secre- 
tary of agriculture to include in his 
budget not less than $110,000 to take care 
of the appropriation for 1937 and 1938. 

During the past four years I have 
dwelt on different departments of the 
fair, so I thought I would call your at- 
tention to a few of the most important 
problems that are confronting the fair 
associations at present. The first one 
is to take care of the parking of trailers. 
In most cities where fairs are held hotel 
accommodations are limited. The con- 
cessionists. show people and horsemen 
who follow the fairs from week to week 


cannot get proper hotel accommodations 
and are compelled to go to private fami- 
lies for sleeping quarters during the 
week of the fair. That, I feel, is the 
reason so many of these people have 
bought auto trailers, moving from town 
to town and living in those trailers for 
a whole season. The fair associations 
must solve the problem of parking and 
not make it a hardship for those people 
to park their automobiles and trailers. 
I do not mean to say that the associa- 
tions should charge an exorbitant price 
for parking, but if they do not have 
available space on their fairgrounds to 
park these trailers, they should procure 
parking lots close to fairgrounds. The 
associations that have adequate parking 
space for these trailers should supervise 
the parking and not allow them to park 
at any place they might want to park. 


Good Acts Are Urged 

The next important problem is the 
exhibitor or concessioner who travels 
from fair to fair with a loud-speaker 
outfit. They all want to be located at a 
conspicuous place, where the most peo- 
ple congregate or pass by, and do not 
want to pay the amount they should pay 
for that privilege. A lot of confusion 
and trouble can be avoided for secre- 
taries if spaces for that particular pur- 
pose are not sold. Some concessioners 
come equipped to install a loud-speaker 
outfit on a 20-foot space of ground, 
is unnecessary and just creates a nui- 
sance on the midway. 

In checking over the annual report I

LEO A. SELTZER’S Transcontinental 
Roller Derby closed in the Coliseum, 
Chicago, on March 7 after a successful 
run which topped all other similar 
events in attendance. It is declared that 
new records for the mile and half mile 
were established by Bill and “Ma” 
Bogash, who had been teamed thruout 
the contest. 


FORTY-SEVEN entrants in Michigan 
amateur championship skating contest 
in Arena Gardens Rink, Detroit, gave 
up-State Michigan the best representa- 
tion it has ever had in an event of this 
kind. Attendance averaged about 1,500 
for each of the three nights, practically 
capacity in view of the large space re- 
quired for the skating events. A record 
broadcast of nine events in 30 minutes 
was made over WMBC. One new State 
record was set in the mile for flat track 
races at 3:11 by Armand Johnson, skat- 
ing for the T. B. Rayl Skating Club. 
Outstanding was the five-mile_ race, 
which was run in what would be a “jam” 
to a marathon skater practically all 
the way. Commenting on the entire 
series, Melvin W. Crawford, president of 
Michigan Skating Association, said: “In 
my years of experience in competition 
and seeing both ice and roller-skating 
meets this was the most outstanding of 
all. The spirit in the crowds, teams and 
individuals exceeded everything I have 
ever seen.” Results: Men’s events, Ed 
Theiner, first in 440 yards, two mile and 
five mile and third in 880 yards and 
one mile; total, 110 points, winning State 
Championship. Norman McGinnis, sec- 
ond in 880 yards and one, two and five 
miles; total, 70 points. Erving Reznick, 
second in 400 yards, first in 880 yards; 
total, 50 points. Women’s events, Yerna 
Pickton made a clean sweep of city, 
county and State titles this season, 
getting the latter with first in 440 yards 
and second in 880 and one mile; total. 
70 points. Virginia Hancock, first in 
880, second in 440, third in one mile; 
total, 60 points. La Veta Deemer, first 
in one mile, third in 440; total, 40 
points. The 100 Figure Skating Club 
won the Walter S. Heyza Team Trophy, 
the Old Oaken Bucket, with 580 points, 
150 ahead of runners-up, Madison Gare 
dens Skating Club. 


SINCE opening of Cincinnati’s Nor- 
wood Roller Rink and organization of 
Norwood Roller Rink Club one visiting 
group after another from rinks in Ohio, 
Indiana and Kentucky are received and 
granted courtesies by Manager Edward 
J. Von Hagen and associates, and many 
ideas are exchanged. On February 25 
the club from Harold Corsey’s Coliseum 
Rink, Dayton, O., were guests.

Special num- 
bers were played on the organ for the 
visitors and Manager Hyles Hagy greeted 
us cordially. A grand march added to 
interest. Mr. Hagy informed that he 
has rinks in Harrisburg, Pa.; Elmira, 
N. Y., and a summer rink at Chippewa 
Lake, Mich., all under the Hagy name. 
Next trip will be to Smith’s Rink, Co- 
lumbus, O. Come on, rink men; let’s 
get together and hold a national con- 
vention and exchange ideas as to the 
future of roller skating.” 


NEW ENGLAND amateur speed cham- 
pionship finals will be held on three 
nights in three rinks, March 15, in Win- 
ter Garden Rollerway, Dorchester, Mass.; 
on March 16 in Lyonhurst Rollerway, 
Marlboro, Mass., and on March 17 in 
Annex Rollerway, Dorchester. Money 
raised will be used to pay expenses of 
winners who will attend the national 
amateur speed championship contests in 
Arena Gardens Rink, Detroit, on April 
2-4. Events are five-mile race on March 
15, quarter-mile and two-mile on March 
16 and half-mile and one-mile on March 
17. First winner will get 30 points; sec- 
ond, 20 points, and third, 10 points. 


ILLINOIS championship roller races, 
with more than 100 entrants, which 
opened in Armory Roller Rink, Chicago, 
on March 8 under direction of Joe 
Laurey and Bill Henning, will continue 
thru March 14. Winners will be eligible 
to compete in the national amateur 
roller meet sponsored by Fred Martin in 
Arena Gardens, Detroit, on April 2-4. 
Armory Rink management has been 
quick to adopt innovations and promote 
races of all kinds to stimulate interest 
in roller skating. Professional visitors 
last week included Rollo and the jordan 
Trio. 


GREATER Cincinnati's amateur pre- 
liminaries and elimination races are to 
be held Tuesday and Thursday evenings 
until March 16, when finals will be started 
under sanction granted by Ohio Amateur 
Athletic Union and guidance of Ohio 
officials in Norwood Rink. After finals 
winners probably will go to Cleveland to 
race for the Ohio State championship 
and then to Detroit’s Arena Gardens, 
where the national amateur races will 
take place. This being the first 100 per 
cent real amateur contest, sponsors are 
hoping for the possibility of entering 
roller-racing events in the 1940 Olympics. 
Winners so far are: February 25, Earl 
Weimer, Eddie Rager and Joe Betzer, two- 
mile, time not officially recorded; girls, 
Lorraine Kilgore and Mildred Magateaux, 
half-mile, time not recorded officially; 
March 2, boys, Joe Kesnich, Frank War- 
mus, Bob Hamilton, not officially re- 
corded; girls, Nancy Flick and Virginia 
Matteola, half-mile race, time 1:33, not 
officially recorded. First three boys and 
first two girls in are qualified for the 
finals. Ruth Kramer is coach and 
trainer for girls; Eddie Rager coach and 
trainer for boys.

These 
contests are being conducted by Arena 
Roller Skating Club, of Detroit, and 
sanctioned by Michigan Skating Asso- 
ciation, which in turn is affiliated with 
the Amateur Skating Union of the 
U. S. A. That is the official amateur 
body which sanctions all ice and roller 
affairs. If any of the district’ managers 
thruout the country are contemplating 
sending representatives to this coming 
meet I would advise them to get in 
touch with their nearest respective 
amateur skating association to sanction 
their meet, because each entrant in this 
meet must be bona fide and recognized 
by the above-mentioned body as a true 
amateur. The official body which con- 
trols skating and which is recognized in 
the Olympics is the Amateur Skating 
Union of the U. S. A. If anyone is in 
doubt as to what to do I would advise 
him to get in touch with me at Arena 
Gardens, Detroit. I shall be happy to 
advise them properly. We will keep 


everyone posted thru The Billboard as 
to activities, but we must strongly em- 
phasize that this is the first officially 
recognized and bona fide American 
amateur skating championship meet 
ever held and everything must be done 
according to rules so as to give everyone 
an opportunity to enter. We extend a 
cordial invitation to every district in 
the United States to take part in the 
men’s national speed championship races 
to be held in Arena Gardens, Detroit, on 
April 2-4.” 


“IN The Billboard of February 27 Sam 
Sholes, of American Roller Rinks in 
Rhode Island and Massachusetts, in- 
dicated that he has some very good 
ideas and suggestions, particularly as to 
national advertising,” remarks Robert R.

Dear Editor: 

Talk about opposition! Not only the 
shows that day anc dated us here but 
the city as well gave us plenty of it. 
Three weeks ago the agents of three dif- 
ferent shows arrived in town at three 
different times the same day. They all 
rushed to the city hall for permits and 
were all told to get an auspices and come 
back. They were then told to get their 
lots so the clerk would know where to 
issue permits regarding locations when 
they had auspices. They all again 
rushed out and came back with the 
same grounds owned by three different 
men. None of the show agents would 
give up their lots, and the property 
owners wouldn't agree to cancel their 
rental prospects. 

The mayor then decided to become a 
small-town Solomon by listening to each 
general agent in private. After inter- 
viewing each agent and hearing the 
scandal regarding each opposition show 
he thought it best to keep them all out. 
This forcing all to set up outside the 


city limits. Even the show trains were 
unloaded in the yards outside of town 
to make sure none would get in. 

The next trouble was with the aus- 
pices. Each show was booked to play 
under a different fire company. One 
under the Hose and Ladder Company 
No. 1, one under the Chemical Cart and 
Bucket Brigade and we under the Inde- 
pendent Hose Company. The annual 
Fire Fighters’ Convention and Hose Lay- 
ing Contest, State wide, that was to be 
held on Saturday downtown was the 
plum we were all fighting for. The 
fire chiefs wouldn't get together and 
decide on a joint auspices, so the opposi- 
tion was on. 

We arrived first and set up on the 
city’s north boundary. The Drawhead 
Sisters’ Cultured Carnival arrived next 
and set up on the west side of the town. 
Plorida’s Eden Attractions and Midway. 
arriving at dusk, set up on the southern 
edge of the city. With the Atlantic 
Ocean on the east side, the town was 
almost entirely isolated. With show pay 
gates up on all sides. no one could enter

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- EDITORIAL 


It should be of interest to transient salesmen in particular and 
the wholesale merchandise industry in general to note that along 


with the improvement of practically every line of industry farm 
incomes too have markedly increased. 


The upping of farmers’ incomes is a natural consequence of the 
improvement in living conditions and a raising of the American 
standard of living in general, for increased pay envelopes in the 
industrial centers permit of a more generous purchasing of food- 
stuffs and a great many other commodities, the raw material for 
the manufacture of which comes from the farm. 


Taking some recent statistics compiled at Ohio State Univer- 
sity concerning the Ohio farmer as a typical example, it is seen that 
thé total income of farmers in that State in 1936 was $300,000,000. 
An increase of $40,000,000 over 1935 and of $150,000,000 over 1932, 
when the country was at the bottom of the depression. 


With their improved and increased markets bringing higher 
prices than in years the farmers are bound to go on a buying and 
improving splurge of their own and salesmen may well once again 
return to rural spots long neglected. 


Fairs and carnivals look forward to an exceptionally promising 
season and if this optimism is justified, as there is every reason to 
expect it will be, their prosperity will be reflected by larger and 
more frequent orders by venders to supply houses. 


Another point previously emphasized in The Billboard, but one 
that is important enough to merit frequent repetition, is the crying 
demand for radios in the rural districts. 

All in all, despite war flurries in Europe and the wild wailing 
of both political parties over the President and the Supreme Court 


situation, American business in general seems to be heading for 
something very akin to boom times. 


New York Bull’s-Eyes 


By WALTER ALWYN-SCHMIDT 


I HAVE been informed about a good team sales plan, combining the best of pitch 
selling and house-to-house campaigning, with which a small crew of men have 
been cleaning up during the last few months not far from New York. This outfit 
handles a few household novelties of the demonstration kind. They go into a good 
market town on Saturdays and set up a few pitches, where they demonstrate and 
sell what they can, starting early in the morning and working all thru the day. 
This starts them off and incidentally does a little sound advertising. The results 
from the pitch demonstrations show them what the market will buy and how 
fast it buys. The rest of the week they call locally, using the Saturday best seller 
as their lead with the prospect and working up to a combination deal of two or 
all their items. Evenings they get back to their pitches. They like to pick towns 
which give them at least half a week’s work. Idea is to find places where a lot of 
Saturday shopping is done and with plenty of small houses. Sometimes they have 
difficulties in setting up pitches. In several cases they have made arrangements 
with local dealers to use windows on a profit share basis. The second part of the 
week generally is used to prepare the ground in a new town. 


Window pitches on a share basis in small towns are becoming quite fashion- 
able. I hear that many of these pitches can be obtained today for one day, espe- 
cially in hardware lines, cooking utensils, etc. Plan seems to pay best with the 
demonstration of sets of pots or other deals with at least a $1 minimum sale. A 
convincing argument with the store owner is that the demonstration brings cus- 
tomers to the store and advertises the store generally. The best items are novel- 
ties, because they do not interfere with the regular trade of the store from which 
the window pitch is obtained. Plan is worth while considering this summer and is 
said to be a real money maker.

Notes from the New York Gift Show: Don’t read this as a report: just a few 
thoughts I had while looking over the exhibits. This show is an improvement 
over its predecessors; more novelties, a few real good ideas and a distinct trend 
to quality. There were still few buyers from the flood areas and they tell me there 
were less in Chicago. More fur toy animals are shown and there is a greater selec- 
tion. The penguins seemed to find much attention. Bath soap balls with a rope 
attached to them should make good sellers; so will the soap toy animals of which 
there is now a much larger selection. Exhibitors were talking closet necéssities as 
coat hangers with a brush attached, celluloid windowed hat cases, shirt cases, etc., 
which are a great novelty and are going big in some stores. They are not too 
expensive either and make an attractive flash in a premium display. Cosmetic 
overnight bags will be all the rage this summer and can be had at very low figures. 
A real novelty is a leather back brush, very solidly made and flexible—which is a 
good demonstration point. Among the jewelry articles I was most impressed with 
Was a new line of patent leather bracelets and other articles. The leather is framed 
with metal. There is also a line of sports women’s jewelry, bangles, brooches, pins, 
etc., with sport motifs as racing horses, etc. Coronation colors are still offered in 
jewelry. I want to remind you again that jewelry handbags (mesh and ornamented) 
are going strong and will make a good summer display article. Animals covered 
with a checked cotton in various colors are a good variation from the usual animal 
stuff. The price trend is upward. Mechanical items and metal goods are mostly 
affected. A colored egg, chicken size, containing a band measure, should make @ 
good demonstration article.

Steel Workers Receive 
$22,000,000 Wage Tilt 


PITTSBURGH, March 6.—More than 
400,000 steel workers in this territory 
will benefit by the wage increase an- 
nounced by the U. S. Steel Corporation 
here this week. Corporation established 
a $5 minimum pay per day, a 40-hour 
working week with time and half for 
overtime. 


Announcement marked the breakdown 
of suspense among show and business 
leaders who feared a strike in the steel 
industry. It was also learned that steel 
workers who are not doing common 
labor will receive a flat wage boost of 
80 cents per day. Pittsburgh’s pay roll 
alone will be increased about $22,000,000 
annually by the steel wage increase 
which goes into effect March 16. 


Many additional workers are expected 
in from other territories, as the 40-hour 
week is expected to bring a shortage in 
skilled labor. 


°36 Record Year 
For Radio Sales 


NEW YORK, March 6.—Reviewing the 
annual report of the Hazeltine Corpora- 
tion, its president, Edgar Rickard, esti- 
mated that approximately 8,000,000 radio 
sets were made and sold in the United 
States during 1936. 1935 was the best 
year for radio previous to this, with esti- 
mated sales of 6,000,000 sets. 


According to Rickard, engineering re- 
search and experimentation have re- 
sulted in many recent improvements for 
receiving sets, which have either already 
been incorporated in the products of 
leading manufacturers or will be in the 
near future.

Flood Rehabilitation 
Ups Merchandise Sales 


Heavy accentuation of both wholesale 
and retail lines was felt the past week 
as the result of rehabilitation activities 
in the Ohio and Mississippi River Valley 
cities. At the same time retail trade 
thruout the country generally showed an 
improvement over the 1936 picture in all 
except a few cities, according to the 
Commerce Department’s review of busi- 
ness conditions in 37 cities. Wholesale 
trade was very active everywhere and 
maintained the strong upward trend of 
recent weeks. 

Banks in the 12 Federal Reserve dis- 
tricts reported debits to individual ac- 
counts aggregating 16 per cent above 
the total for the corresponding week of 
last year. 


1936 Retail Sales 
Set 6-Year Record 


Retail sales in the United States 
totaled $37,940,000,000 in 1936, an in- 
crease of 14 per cent over 1935 sales, 
according to estimates just released 
by the marketing research division of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce. The 1936 total, it was 
stated, came within 25 per cent of 
equaling the all-time high volume of 
$49,000,000,000 recorded in 1929. The 
1936 total was more than 50 per cent 
in excess of 1933, the Commerce De- 
partment report said. 

Department, dry goods and general 
merchandise stores did a volume of 
$3,874,000,000 in 1936, a 12 per cent 
rise over the 1925 total of $3,453,- 
000,000. 

Sales in the furniutre and house- 
hold stores group increased 25 per 
cent in 1936, compared with 1935, 
and the lumber, building and hard- 
ware group transacted sales during 
1936 totaling $2,375,000,000 against 


$1,864,000,000 in 1935.

Increases were 
shared by all lines and ranged from 16 
per cent at the department stores to 
66 per cent in credit stores. Improve- 
ment over a year ago in value of retail 
trade sales occurred in all of the larger 
city areas, altho the greatest percentage 
increases were reported in Johnstown, 
Pa.; Trenton, N. J., and Altoona, Pa. 
Business at wholesale, as indicated by 
the dollar sales of eight important 
branches, was 28 per cent larger in 
January this year than last. Altho gains 
were substantial in all lines, they were 
especially pronounced in electrical sup- 
plies, jewelry and dry goods. Compari- 
son of January sales with those in De- 
cember shows that sufficiently favorable 
changes occurred in sales of four of the 


eight lines to cause a rise in the season- 
ally adjusted index from 94 to 106 per 
cent of the 1923-'25 average. Inven- 
tories of merchandise declined less than 
usual during January at retail and in- 
creased substantially in several whole- 
sale lines; at the end of the month 
they were about 16 per cent larger than

Thru the years the 
Rabbitfoots acted as performers 
and finally went into the med 
purveying end of the business. 
Since going on their own they 
have severed connections with the 
show end of the game and al- 
ways conduct their med cam- 
paigns single-o. Today those of 
the third generation, George and 
Al, are making corner pitches, and 
the repeat and mail-order business 
is enjoying tracle from at least 
10 States from these babies. 

They have worked everything 
and every angle of the med line. 

The Rabbitfoots scoff at work- 
ing thru drug stores. They would 
rather pay the reader, regardless 
of how high it may come. They 
keep the percentage on their sales 
for themselves, for it is always 
larger than the cost of a reader. 

The last time I saw the Rabbit- 
foots they were making spots and 
maintaining a modern laboratory 
in a large Somerset, Ky., office 
building. George is assisted by his 
missus, Grace, who supervises the 
work at the laboratory and looks 
after the huge mail-order take. 

The Rabbitfoots recently pur- 
chased their own home in the 
Kentucky town, where their four 
children, George IV, 14; Grace, 
12; Geraldine, 10, and Austin, 5, 
attend school.

Having played 
fairs, both on the midway and in front 
of the grand stand for the past 10 
years, a few ideas have been driven 
home to me. 

*‘In defense of my comrades in 
paint, Clowns, I can name offhand 15 
who can, and do, make a success of out- 
door clowing. And there are many 
others with whom I am not personally 
acquainted following this line. 

**They are not listed on the books of 
agents or in their catalogs. And I think 
that is where Mr. Western Fair Sec- 
retary gets his roster which he can 
count on one hand. He will want to 
know why more are not listed on the 
books. Well, here are some good 
reasons:

**Then added insult to injury comes 
in this manner: Agents also carry large 
acts and units from same. The book- 
ing percentage is far larger than from 
a single clown or two or three-people 
act. Consequently, he brings more 
pressure on his large percentage acts, 
forces the sale of them, using small and 
single acts for fillers. Result: Five to 
10 weeks’ work ranging from 100 to 
1,500-mile jumps. The funny man winds 
up the season 1,000 to 2,000 miles from 
home behind a race barn wondering 
which is the best route, the thumb or 
box cars. 

**Well, why not the funster book his 
own act? Sure, here’s how. Conven- 
tions, yes, they are the logical place, 
but it is a hard Proposition to book one 
act or an individual. One can get about 
three or four weeks. So to the next 
one. After four conventions you find 
that you have 10 to 12 weeks’ work. 
This makes booking harder, because 
of the heavy booking expense, one has 
to ask for a prohibitive price. So show 
me the clown that has the time and 
money to do these things and I will 
show you the owner of a unit show. 

**How about by-mail bookings. Here 
is what has been my experience with 
this type of booking. Your letter gets 
to Mr. Sec about December 1, contents 
noted and letter filed until board meet- 
ing. At the meeting the letter may be 
remembered but has been overlooked. 
The next meeting, it is too close to con- 
vention time—we will wait and see 
what’s at the convention. The conven- 
tion is over and the appropriation for 
acts has been spent, but we sure will 
have a good clown for the next season.’ 
Summing it all up you have wasted 
your time, postage, literature and 
money. 

**But if Mr. Fair Sec and Mr. Clown 
do surmount all these mentioned diffi- 
culties and sign a contract, does Mr. 
Sec co-operate and give his No. 1 clown 
a chance to put his stuff over? He does 
not. It’s a case of ‘you got the job, 
,make me laugh.’ As for the ‘come-in’ 
this is a matter of the clown’s person- 
ality and originality. A fair clown can 
do pretty well here without any outside 
help. But comes the time for him to do 
his stuff on the track. Comedy must 
be built to the nth degree in order to 
garner the laughs when the gag comes. 
He needs the undivided attention of the 
entire grand stand and must concen- 
trate on the ‘business.’ This is a gar- 
gantuan task when you have to dodge 
race horses and bikes going both ways.

If it’s a highbrow act they 
throw a temperamental fit. All con- 
cerned are dissatisfied, the clown so dis- 
gusted he can’t work, the secretary dis- 
gusted with the unfunny clown and 
swears by all that is holy he will never 
hire another. 


**But he overlooks the fact that he 
bought one hundred and fifty dollars’ 
worth of personality and threw away 
$125 thru the ignorance and unthought- 
fulness of his aids and ground help. 


**After a season or two most clowns 
go back to their first love, the unit or 
circus. The financial gain is not as 
much but the mental torture is not 
there. Units are usually headed by 
showmen who know the value of a good 
comic and create time and conditions 
for him to work to the best advantage. 

**As a final summing up of the whole 
thing it comes to this: Most good 
clowns are artists and the laughs are 
far more important to them than the 
money. Applause creates satisfaction 
and peace of mind. And the world 
knows that artists and clowns are the 
world’s worst business men. A good sec- 
retary is one who puts the fair on a 
sound financial basis, a cold-hearted 
dollars-and-cents personality. No art in 
his soul and no humor in his mind. And 
also a very poor showman. 

**So you can’t take a clown 51 weeks 
in the year and make a business man 
out of him in one week, or even a fair 
secretary, nor a banker or baker and 
make a showman out of him in one 
week.’’

ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 6.—We are 
pleased to announce an application from 
Goodman Wonder Shows thru its presi- 
dent, Max Goodman, and to welcome 
that organization as our newest member. 
The ACA office has been equipped with 
a set of regulations received direct from 
the Social Security Board at Washing- 
ton, and with other information on the 
subject, we shall be glad to discuss thru 
correspondence with any of our mem- 
bers any problems which they may have 
on the subject. 

As has been previously pointed out, 
the legislation generally referred to as 
Social Security Laws comprises in the 
main two distinct statutes: (1) The old 
age security tax. (2) The unemploy- 
ment excise tax. We shall take up the 
subject of the old age tax which has 
wider applicability first, and upon its 


completion will discuss the unemploy- 
ment matter. 


Definitions 

The statute sets forth an elaborate set 
of definitions, but so far as the carnival 
industry is concerned we need merely 
mention that it applies generally to all 
persons, firms and corporations and to 
all employees with certain specified ex- 
ceptions. 


The exceptions which on occasions 


‘may have application to our industry 


are: (1) Domestic service in a private 
home. The regulations of the board 
provide that a private home is a place 
of abode of an individual or a family, 
so that a porter on a private train would 
not be excepted from the statute but 
would be classed as an employee under 
this law. 


(2) Casual labor not in the course 
of the employer’s trade or business is 
also exempt from the statute. By casual 
labor is meant occasional, incidental or 
irregular employment, but the test as to 
whether the particular work is within 
or without the statute depends on 
whether or not the work tends to ad- 
vance the trade or business of the em- 
ployer. If it does not advance the em- 
ployer’s usual business, then it is ex- 
empted from the tax: if it does promote 
the employer’s usual business, then it is 
subject to the tax. Thus, for illustrative 
purposes, a carnival operator employing 
a temporary employee for any purpose 
connected with the shows would be sub- 
ject to this tax, but if the purpose of 
the employment had nothing to do with 
promoting the operation of the shows, 
it would be exempt from the tax. 


(3) Another classification of employ- 
ees exempt from the operation of the 
tax are individuals who are 65 years of 
age and over. The regulations of the 
board provide that the burden of estab- 
lishing the age is upon the employer, 
and it is our suggestion that as to em- 
ployees claiming to be beyond the age 
of 65 that birth certificates or other evi- 
dences of age be obtained by the em- 
ployer and kept on file for that purpose. 


(4) Another class of employees ex- 
empt from the operation of the statute 
are those performing for carriers. Rail- 
road shows may feel that their train 
crews should come under this exception; 
however, the terms of the statute pro- 
vide that “carriers” include only those 
carriers subject to the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, and it is our opinion that a 
show train would not be included with- 
in the terms of this statute. 


The wages taxable under this statute 
include all remunerations paid to an 
employee up to $3,000 during any one 
calendar year. If the employee has more 
than one employer, the limitation of 
wages would apply to the first $3,000. 
Traveling expenses are wages only to the 
extent of the excess of such amounts 
paid over the expenses actually incurred 
and accounted for by the employee. The 
medium in which remuneration is paid 
is immaterial. It may be paid for in 
cash, goods or services, and it is there- 
fore our opinion that meals furnished 
to employees are part of the wages and 
taxable as such. 

In the next issue we shall discuss the 
subjects of the employees’ and employ- 
ers’ respective taxes, and other matters 
pertinent to the making of returns for 
the same.

Bands Vs. Acts in Parks 


HE president of one of our largest 
Si orchestra - booking establishments 

made an interesting statement last 
week—a statement that should interest 
most amusement park operators but 
with which we cannot agree. The or- 
chestra agent said, in part: “. . . Pros- 
pects for the summer season for ‘name’ 
radio and dance orchestras at summer 
resorts and amusement parks are the 
best since the depression. . . .” Had 
he let this suffice, it would have been 
in perfect accord with our sentiments 
because it does look like a big season 
for ballrooms and dance pavilions. But 
our friend continued (and here’s the 
rub), * . Our office has just com- 
pleted a study of the approaching sea- 
son, definitely showing that park men 
will rely on ‘name’ bands rather than the 
usual ‘free’ attractions to attract pa- 
trons to their concessions and rides... .” 
Woe unto you, Mr. Bandman; you're 
surely behind the times. 

It stands to reason that nationally 
known radio personalities, “names” in 
other words, most certainly do have a 
heavy appeal to music lovers of the hin- 
terlands and without doubt add ma- 
terially to gate and ballroom receipts. 
But that is just about as far as the in- 
flux in business travels 


To our way of thinking, the majority 
of summer ballroom patrons can be di- 
vided into two major divisions, with 
neither one exceptionally valuable to the 
operator of a concession or a ride or 
midway show in‘the same park. . . 
Class number 1 includes the youngster 
on summer vacation with just enough 
pecuniary means to take himself and 
nis dance-loving, hero-worshiping part- 
ner into the ballroom and who, by neces- 
sity, embarrassingly steers her away from 
the midway. In most cases a drink or 
two and possibly the maestro’s auto- 
graph is sufficient and they let it ¢ 
that. . . Class number 2 consists of 
those remarkable people who love to 
dance, will patronize any place to dance 
and will do nothing else but dance. Ma- 
jority in this category hold little inter- 
est in the Sky Ride or Funhouse and it 
will take nothing short of a ballyhooed 
flash act to attract them to another sec- 
tor of the grounds. 

Dance orchestras, whether big or 
small, have a definite place in the aver- 
age American amusement park. It stands 
to reason that the dance pavilion does 
attract patrons to the park, accounts for 
no small amount of revenue, and, more 
important, often affords a profitable 
means of advertising the park as a 
whole. But we are just old-fashioned 
enough to believe that once the crowd 
is within the confines of the park it 
takes more than a celebrity to attract 
dancing-minded patrons to the fun 
area at the other end of the grounds. 
It takes a novelty flash act, high in the 
air or in an established ground location. 

In other words, there is plenty of room 
for both in the American amusement 
park and provided neither dominates the 
other, together they should spell success 
for the wide-awake operator.

SATURATION 


The saturation point is a big subject for study in 
the marketing of any product. One hears much talk 
about saturation in the coin machine industry. If it 
were possible to determine the saturation point on any 
type of machine many a manufacturer would be more at 
ease. Operators themselves would also like to know at 
what point saturation actually occurs. 


There are so many varying factors which influence 
the sale of coin machines that the market for some rea- 
son seems to continue to absorb machines. Hence it is 
impossible to lay down rules to indicate when satura- 
tion in a particular type of coin machine might occur. 
Other lines of business, however, are making interesting 
calculations of market coverage, and the coin machine 
trade might weigh the possibil- 
ity of saturation as a subject of 


reach a saturation point, for public favor seems to 
swing to some other novelty before saturation can be 
reached. 


The changing legal scene has an important reg- 
ulatory effect on the market for coin machines also. 
One of the most important phases of this is the way in 
which used machines are shipped back and forth, some- 
times halfway across the country. It is a system of 
exchange that apparently has grown up due to legal 
changes; it seems to automatically take care of the 
problem of saturation. 


The wide variety in types of machines, a develop- 
ment during the past two years, is also a valuable aid 
in preventing saturation. It also helps in meeting legal

tain number of slot machines, 
etc., to each city or district in 
accordance with the population. 
It is a pity that such a law 
cannot be let go undisturbed for a sufficient time to 
carefully study the value of apportioning machines in 
accordance with the population. It might furnish an 
interesting example for other States in the future. Un- 
fortunately, the law has been disturbed both by those 
who try to operate machines without license and also 
by those who object to the licensing of machines as a 
matter of policy. 


In the more stable vending machine field some 
attempts have been made by manufacturers to suggest 
a certain number of machines for a given territory, 
according to the population. It will probably never be 
necessary to worry much about population figures in 
selling the general types of coin machines, since so 
many factors seem to prevent the saturation point. 


First of all, there is the eternal problem of develop- 
ing an amusement machine that is a winner. It either 
clicks or it does not, and the whim of the public 
seems to determine that. The history of all the real 
Winners seems to indicate that such machines never

much earlier on the larger and 
more expensive machines. But 
the higher price is limiting pro- 
duction, the number that an 
operator buys and also limiting the number of oper- 
ators. The price of these machines also prevents loca- 
tions from buying them. 


While these self-limiting factors work within the 
industry to prevent saturation, the trade is vitally 
interested in all expansion moves which increase the 
number of available locations. The coming of the tavern 
with repeal is a modern example. There are develop- 
ments in retail stores that are likely to increase the 
number of locations at a favorable pace in the next few 
years. The improvement in all fields of amusement as 
business improves adds to locations. 


Saturation on a national scale seems a distant pos- 
sibility for practically all types of machines at present. 
There is trouble in many localities when there seem 
to be too many operators. Also the placing of too many 
machines on a particular location may cause serious 
trouble. Higher prices and the growth of licensing 


will correct many of these situations. 
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Rally Censors 
Carom Reports 


CHICAGO, March 6.—Imposing volun- 
tary censorship upon itself, Bally Manu- 
facturing Company refuses to publish 
or pass on in any way collection reports 
received on the Carom one-shot bumper- 
type payout game. 

“In the first place,” points out Ray 
Moloney, Bally president, “the only peo- 
ple who would believe us would be those 
who have actually scooped into a Carom 
cash box after the machine had been 
on location a day or two. Others would 
merely say that Bally was indulging 
in gross exaggeration. But even tho 
Carom collections are being kept as 
quiet as Wally was before the blowup, 
word seems to be getting around and 
orders are increasing every day, as more 
and more operators find out that Carom 
really collects the cash.” 


“To get an idea of Carom’s earning 
power just think back over a few of 
Bally’s well-known one-shots, such as 
Jumbo, Bally Derby and Preakness. 
Then figure how Bumper is breaking 
collection records without awards of 
any kind. And then imagine the result 
when you combine Bumper action and 
one-shot appeal with a dash of electric- 
kicker action for good measure. It’s a 
combination that simply can’t miss mak- 
ing the biggest money on record in this 
industry.” 


Druggists Aid 
Machine Cause 


TULSA, Okla., March 6.—A good ex- 
ample of newspaper reporting was seen 
by coinmen in The Tulsa Tribune’s ac- 
count of the support given by druggists 
and other merchants in this city to the 
local coin machine operators. Follow- 
ing an unfavorable court decision on 
pin games, Cal Arnold, president of the 
Southwest Retail Druggists’ Association, 
with Roy Getman and a group of other 
Tulsa druggists, called on the mayor to 
press their appeal that city officials 
allow the games to operate, under new 
regulations if necessary. 


In the letter the druggists pointed 
out that the games were not as a general 
rule a gambling device but games of 
amusement. They suggested that the 
ordinance be modified to permit at least 
a certain type of pin game to operate 
under supervision. 

They admitted that children should 
not be permitted to play them and 
insist that they have voluntarily put 
that rule into effect. 

They admitted that some persons 
have abused the privileges given them 
under the original ordinance which 
permitted the games to operate and 
which licensed them. 

Mayor Penney did not indicate what 
action might be taken on modification. 
He explained that under the present 
setup the city cannot license what the 
court has ruled is a gambling device.

OMAHA, March 6.—One of the oldest 
coin-operated automatic music boxes in 
existence is owned by the National Pre- 
mium Company, of Omaha. The ma- 
chine, a Regina Orchestral, was manu- 
factured about 55 years ago and carries 
a serial number 21,951. The cabinet is 
made of solid cherry wood and stands 
72 inches in height. Despite the age, 
it is in perfect working order and is 
proving popular with operators. 


“Operators are getting a big kick out 
of the machine,” says Al Johnson, presi- 
dent of the company. “It has been 
played no less than 50 times a day dur- 
ing the past three weeks. Everybody 
that comes in wants to hear it and, 
incidentally, we’re furnishing the 
nickels.” 


Oldtimers in Omaha say the first ma- 
chine of this type to appear in the city 
was at the old Fritz Worth Dance Hall 
at 10th and Harney streets. That was 
along about 1875 or thereabouts and 
was the talk of the town. 


The machine takes a record about the 
size of a wagon wheel, 27 inches across 
to be exact. They are made of sheet 
steel and are punched with sound tracks 
similar to the old player-piano rolls. 


“We've had any number of offers from 
operators who would like to own the 
machine,” Johnson said, “even antique 
collectors have been sending us bids. 
We've decided, however, to keep the 
machine here, at least for the time 
being.”

For example, I have on my desk 
a wire from a well-Known Texas dis- 
tributor reporting a Bumper earning 
$150 the first week without awards 
of any kind. 


“It was this wire that prompted me 
to check up on Bumper gperations in 
all parts of the country. I find that 
8 out of 10 Bumpers are operating on 
this basis and earning big money, too.

Drug Paper Has 


Legal Service 


Drug Topics, weekly trade paper for 
drug stores, has inaugurated a news fea- 
ture giving a review of legal happenings 
affecting coin-operated machines of all 
kinds. The service has been inaugurated 
due to the widespread use of coin- 
operated machines in drug stores all over 
the country. The .publication thus 
makes it possible for drug-store pro- 
prietors to be accurately informed on 
the legal status of machines of all types 
in the various States. 

A recent issue of Drug Topics pub- 
lished a column of news reports on 
coin machines. The reports are edited 
to give the facts in brief form, whether 
favorable or unfavorable to coin-operated 
machines. One news item is very fa- 
vorable to such machines, relating how 
druggists and other merchants in Tulsa, 
Okla., rallied to the support of coin- 
machine operators when an adverse 
court decision threatened to ban amuse- 
ment games from their stores.

The last Presidential campaign is so 
far in the background now that it can 
be used as an example to illustrate a 
point without arousing partisan spirit. 
You no doubt remember well that the 
same news event during the campaign 
would frequently read like two different 
happenings in two different newspapers. 
A Landon speech would not be the 
same when reported by a Democratic 
newspaper as when reported in a Re- 
publican paper, and so on. 


It all depends on the reporter’s point 
of view. 

The point of view of the average news- 
paper On coin machine news has been 
sadly out of focus. This is most unfor- 
tunate, since the average man must 
rely On newspapers for any basis upon 
which to form his opinions. 


The average man, you will remember, 
is the person upon whom the success 
of the coin machine industry depends. 
Without his support operators will not 
buy machines; manufacturers will quit 
making them. 

Newspaper good will is vitally impor- 
tant to the coin machine industry and 
it has been lacking, aside from a few 
exceptional cases. I’m going to differ 
from the average coin machine booster 
in that I’m going to refuse to condemn 
the newspapers. 

It is not the fault of the newspapers 
that they have not been properly in- 
formed concerning the part that coin 
machines play in the upbuilding of 
prosperity in the average community. 
Rather, the fault must be laid at the 
feet of the operators and, more especially, 
the location owners. 

The Billboard recognized the impor- 
tance of a favorable press in the coin 
machine industry’s infancy and pioneered 
in efforts to educate newspaper editors 
to the merits of the business. Press re- 
leases were sent out, not so much with 
the hope that they would be published 
as with the wish that they might be 
read by the editors. An editor who knew 
what the coin machine industry was 
doing, The Billboard editors felt, would 
have a tendency to give the business a 
fair break. 

But publicity releases are fragile things 
and vhe average newspaper editor gets so 
many of them that his only way out is 
to throw the entire daily consignment 
into the waste basket. Contrary to a 
naive general belief, the newspaper 
editor’s problem is not to fill his 
columns, but to find space for all the 
spot news which démands publication. 
Publicity stories will help, but they 
won't do the job. 

The one sure way for the coin machine 
industry to insure a favorable audience 
with the press of the nation is for every 
location owner in the business—and that 
means over. half a million of them—to 
have a friendly talk with the city editor 
of his favorite newspaper. 


Notice that I say “a friendly talk.” 
Whatever you do, don’t “demand” any- 
thing of him. Don’t threaten to cancel 
your subscription to the paper if an 
anti-coin machine story is published. 
Editors thrive on intimidation and de- 
light in showing a threatener that they 
can’t be bullied. 


They are intensely human, too. Tell 
your editor that you feel he’d like to 
know the accurate setup of the coin 
machine industry, that you feel he wants 
to be well-informed, and you'll have an 
attentive listener. Be friendly. Don’t 
ask for a thing. Rather, offer informa- 
tion. Don’t even suggest that you're 
giving information for a publicity story. 
As a matter of fact, don’t mention pub- 
licity stories. The word “publicity” is 
a red flag to the average city editor. 


Tell your city editor the story of the 
miraculous birth and growth of the coin 
machine industry during the depression. 
Tell him how it kept lumber mills, glass 
factories, foundries and manufacturers 
from bankruptcy. Explain to him how it 
opened a vast new field for labor thru 
hundreds of factories employing thou- 
Sands and thousands of men. 


Tell him what the business has meant 
to you and 499,999 others like your- 
Self. If its added income has kept you 
in business despite threats of cut-rate 
Competition, tell him so. 


Discuss legal angles. Ask him if he 
Sees any difference between paying 20 
cents for a line of bowling with a $10 
skill award for a well-nigh impossible 


A Location Qwner’s Job 


By GEORGE B. ANDERSON 


300 score and paying 5 cents for a game 
of pinball with a 50-cent skill award 
for a not-at-all impossible score. Ex- 
plain to him that pinball is a game of 
skill, with prizes offered to stimulate 
interest just as prizes are offered for the 
same purpose in golf, trapshooting, bil- 
liards and other sports. 


Clear his mind of the mistaken notion 
that the coin machine industry is a 
racket. You have a vast array of facts 
to back up your contention that it is a 
legitimate business, worthy of the sup- 
port of any newspaper that offers back- 
ing to any legitimate enterprise. 


You, as a home-town location owner. 
can get his attention where the head of 
a $1,000.000 coin machine factory might 
fail. You are a part of his community. 
He knows you and he will listen to you. 
The fact that you are a potential ad- 
vertiser in his paper may not influence 
him, but it’s a safe bet that he has at 
least a hazy idea about advertising, 
which brings in money, which in turn 
goes into his pay check. The fact that 
you are a possible customer for the 
newspaper’s chief stock in trade de- 
mands that he give you a hearing. 


The results of your friendly visit with 
your city editor will be intangible. You 
may not be able to see that you have 
accomplished any good, but you will 
have rendered the industry from which 
you are gaining a healthy part of your 
livelihood a tremendous service. 


The next time your city editor has a 
news story which reflects discredit on the 
industry he is going to look behind that 
story—if he is a good editor. He is going 
to question its soundness and he is go- 
ing to question the advisability of print- 
ing it. Your interview with him may 
cause him to alter it, tone it down. You 
may even be the cause of his deciding, 
“This isn’t important enough to bother 
about, and it may hurt a good many 
local business men. I'll leave it out.” 


If every location owner in the United 
States would contact the city editor of 
his newspaper I'll wager that at least 
50 per cent of the bad publicity would 
disappear. And I'll bet, further, that 
those interviews would result in a sub- 
stantial amount of favorable publicity. 


The average newspaper editor is con- 
scientious. He is not out to deliberately 
“gouge” the coin machine industry or 
any other group. His failing is not the 
desire to lambast any group, but simply 
ignorance of facts. 


In the case of the coin machine in- 
dustry, he was given a vast amount of 
anti-coin machine propaganda. He was 
given fiction of the “racket” school. He 
developed an attitude on the games and 
nobody did anything intelligent to 
change that viewpoint. 


The job can't be done by correspond- 
ence, and it can’t be done with money. 
It requires a direct personal contact with 
the editor. It is a job resting squarely 
with the location owners and operators, 
a job that is of such great importance 
that it should be undertaken imme- 
diately.

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Shinette Starts 
New Service Idea 


CHICAGO, March 6.—The evolution of 
service-type machines takes on greater 
importance as interesting things develop 
around the new electric shoe-shining 
machine called Shinette. Displayed for 
the first time at the Chicago convention, 
Shinette was shown in model form. Since 
then several changes have been made 
in the unit prior to its entry into ex- 
tensive production. 

Shinette has had several improve- 
ments added which greatly enhance its 
ability to serve the trade and the public 
at large, the makers say. Reactions ob- 
tained in test locations indicate that 
merchants prefer nickel coin-receiving 
devices on their units, and that people 
disregard the price in order to give 
themselves a quick effective shine in an 
easy up-to-the-minute manner. The 
Shinette brush is said to have been 
greatly improved, its action being slower 
yet accomplishing better polishing ef- 
fects. A contact is used at the point 
where the brush rests while not in 
use, which eliminates any possibility 
of the brush moving excepting when 
held in the user’s hand. 


Both brown and black polish will be 
available to locations. And with tests 
proving the new units to be agreeably 
acceptable much is looked forward to 
as things develop around the new shoe- 
shining device. 


Gibb-Lewis Company, Chicago, is the 
national distributing agency for the fac- 
tory. Herb Lewis, vice-president of the 
firm, has made many contacts direct 
with distributors in important centers 
and says there are many seeking the 
Shinette franchise in all parts of the 
country. 


Vending Firm Closes 


DETROIT, March 6.—Safeway Vending 
Machine Corporation has closed the 
company office in the Moose Temple 
Building here. Future plans of the cor- 
poration, if any, are unknown. Safeway 
company entered the field about a year 
and a half ago, distributing selective- 
type cigaret venders on a policy of sell- 
ing direct to the location owner, which 
aroused considerable interest and some 
antagonism from local operators. 

Company was headed by Max Kirtz, 
well-known figure in the Cleveland coin- 
machine industry, and Louis Applebaum, 
national sales manager, was in charge. 


Drug Stores 


Drug store owners are very much in- 
terested in fair trade legislation that is 
now widespread in many States and in 
Congress. The idea is to prevent unfair 
competition, especially price cutting. 
Drastic food and drug regulation is pro- 
posed in new bills in eight States. 


Iowa drug men meeting in Des Moines 
recently went on record as favoring a 
move by a State committee for policing 
drug stores to promote observance of 
fair trade practices. Co-operation of the 
drug trade association with State of- 
ficials was in favor. 


The New York drug trade has agreed 
on a 28 per cent markup on resale prices. 


A weekly drug trade paper now sup- 
plies its readers with the latest legal 
news on all types of coin machines. A 
recent issue contained news reports from 
Boise, Ida.; Tulsa, Okla.; Concord, N. H.; 
Miami; Bryan, O.; Defiance, O. Thus 
the drug trade papers steal a march on 
coin machine trade papers in providing 
a constructive legal news service to one 
of the most popular types of locations, 
the drug store. 


The Detroit Retail Druggists’ Associa- 
tion, a group that co-operated with 
amusement games operators in getting a 
city license plan, closed the year of 
1936 with money in the treasury. The 
druggists recently held six sectional 
meetings instead of meeting in a central 
place in Detroit. 


A new procedure whereby 56 super- 
visors of the Chicago Retail Druggists’ 
Association will meet once a month for 
a conference at the downtown headquar- 
ters, at 32 West Randolph street, is ex- 
pected to be productive of many helpful 
ideas and suggestions for the betterment 
of retail drugdom thruout the city. 

Heretofore the supervisors, of whom 
there is one for each of the city’s 50 
wards and six in suburban communities, 
have functioned only at annual meetings 
in December, at which time they pass 
upon the budget for the coming year, 
and likewise place in nomination a slate 
of officials for the annual election held 
in January. ° 

An effort thru the city council some 
time ago to secure a reduction from the 
present cigaret license of $100 annually 
resulted in a promise that this would be 
cut in half provided that prior to July 
1 a sufficient amount has been collected 
from those outlets that have been boot- 
legging the item without paying the 
license. To bring this about druggists 


are trying to ferret out these non-payers 
of the license so the pledge of the city 
council may be fulfilled. 


Surplus Stocks 
Plan Succeeds 


CHICAGO, March 6.— International 
Coin Device Company is attracting 
nation-wide attention by its plan of 
buying surplus stocks of new and used 
games. It is said to be bringing much 
needed relief to operators, jobbers and 
distributors in all parts of the country 
who recognize the advantages of an 
organization like International offering 
its facilities to take up surpluses. 

According to officials of the firm, Inter- 
national offers every operator the oppor- 
tunity to make a quick turnover of his 
used games on purchases of new equip- 
ment without a large cash outlay. The 
firm carries surplus stocks recently pur- 
chased from manufacturers and can 
handle trades on either new or used 
games. Practically every type of ma- 
chine on the market is carried, they 
state, from slots to the smallest venders 
or the latest of the major machines. 

The firm also anticipates promoting 
a larger foreign market for all types of 
machines, it was stated this week. Such 
a service will be of great value to the 
American trade, the management feels.

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AMUSEMENT MACHINES 
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THE AMERICAN SHOW 


By RENE GODIN 
(Translated by M. Cadieux) 

The following account of the 1937 
Coin Machine Convention, January 11 
to 14, was written by Mr. Godin, pub- 
lisher of “La Revue de L’Automatique,” 
on his second day at the convention. 
Explanations in parentheses inserted by 
the editor. 


I am writing this in the midst of the 
tumult in the Hotel Sherman, where 
there is at the present time an uproar 
to which it is not—happily, the man- 
agement tells me—accustomed. 


The exposition will run four days. To- 
day is the second day. I will make a 
complete report of it as soon as possible 
and will include all details in the next 
issue, for which I promise numerous 
photographs. 


The ninth exposition of automatic 
machines is being held in one of the 
largest hotels in the world. For several 
years it was held in New York, after 
which it was transferred to Chicago, 
home of the principal manufacturers of 
all kinds of machines. 


For three years it has been under the 
direction of the National Association of 
Manufacturers of Automatic Machines 
which appoints a certain number of per- 
sons to do this. 


It is open each day from noon to 10 
o'clock at night, excepting the last day, 
the day of the big banquet, which will 
see the doors close for the last time at 
2 o'clock. 

Attendance is limited strictly to the 
bearers of cards, the securing of which 
is not easy. A strict watch is kept to 
see that each visitor secures and wears 
pinned to the lapel of his coat his badge 
of identity on which is written his name 
and his country (State). 


At the registration desk I counted six 
secretaries for the distribution and 
checking of these badges and about 20 
guards for the observation of the rules. 


Admission is free to those who make 
application before January 1, the cost is 
$1 to those who did not make applica- 
tion before that date. 


The visitor is almost certain to find a 
new idea that will interest him, a ma- 
chine exactly suited to him. He will, 
in any event, become acquainted with 
everything that is current and will be 
able to choose and compare the ma- 
chines and ideas that are presented to 
him in abundance. 


As always in the United States, the 
publicity idea dominates the exposition. 
We also find some audacious inventions 
where good taste rubs shoulders with the 
most ridiculous things. It is necessary, 
first of all, to attract the visitor’s atten- 
tion, to imprint upon his mind the 
number of the booths or of the machine 
that he should never forget. The number 
of exhibitors is larger and many of them 
occupy larger space than in the past. 


In certain booths one can count 15 
and even 20 different machines. 


All the machines or working ideas are 
represented here, from the board with 
holes to the phonograph, not excluding 
the cranes, Dilliard tables, shooting gal- 
leries, bowling games, horoscope ma- 
chines, roulettes and vending machines. 


The accessories and base materials for 
the various manufacturers are also ex- 
hibited. 

The machine which is found in the 
greatest number is once again, as in 
preceding years, the small billiard (pin 
game) which we at home are accustomed 
to call the American billiard. But how 
it has developed! Its purchase price 
has also increased, but so has the size 
of the machine. All are now electrically 
equipped and present widely varied com- 
binations. I indicated last year the “pay- 
out” system as key of the exposition. 
Ninety per cent of the machines today 
are equipped in this manner. Most fre- 
quently they have but one ball. Next 
month I shall describe in detail the 
principal ideas I noticed, which I will 
illustrate with several prints. 


The American billiard continues its 
era of prosperity; it is one machine that 
completely dominates the exposition and 
is the machine of the year. The “elec- 
tric shooting gallery”: This machine was 
making a promising start last year. This 
year it is presented by eight firms, con- 
sidered among the best. It is a long- 
range shot with a photo-electric cell and 
possesses a formidable attraction. The 
only drawback is that the machine is 
quite costly and heavy. 


But we will talk again this year in 
France about these shooting galleries, 
even tho many of those who had similar 
machines in our country are still won- 
dering why they never were successful. 
It is, in my humble opinion, the best 
thing at the exposition. 


Next come what we call the “candy 
vending machines” or “Bellefruit” (slot 
machines). They constitute, as always in 
this country, the basis of numerous 
types of such machines. They are here 
in quantity and in variety. I noticed 
several in imposing ebony-like cabinets. 
The principle, which is 40 years old, is 
practically the same. I will say in 
passing that one factory alone employs 
2,000 workmen for the manufacture of 
these machines. 


Small counter machines, with four 
or five rolls, are also trying to force their 
way into the market alongside their big 
brothers. They do not give slugs, but 
a total number of points to be beaten 
by a certain manipulation. They could 
be very beneficial for the small French 
operator with a working formula adopted 
to our custom. 

Automatic phonographs are very pop- 
ular again this year. Their appearance 
has been changed, their tone quality 
improved. 


Four firms only are showing them, but 
firms of the first order. These have, be- 
sides, the largest booths. They are the 
exhibitors who have spent the most 
money. Numerous models are shown 
by each one, each one more sumptuous 
than the other. The enthusiasm of these 
manufacturers is beyond me. It appears 
justified, however, if I am to believe 
several exhibitors who have told me of 
their satisfaction. I will say only that 
one manufacturer ships an average of 
300 a day. Prices range between %250 
and $450. 


It will be necessary some day in France 
for the Societe des Droits d’Auteurs to 
recognize its error and practice a taxa- 
tion less severe for these talking ma- 
chines. 


Merchandise venders are also there in 
profusion: venders of gum, peanuts, 
chocolate, cigarets, sandwiches and 
stamps. Care was taken here in the 
appearance of the machine, in the pos- 
sibility of varying the merchandise 
shown, and above all the selection of 
coins on machines of a certain volume. 
It would seem to me that the result 
obtained would be perfectly satisfactory. 


The bowling game, which a large 
amount of publicity was not successful 
in launching (in France), displays 
cabinets carefully presented and a mech- 
anism exceedingly attractive. But the 
amount of space required seems to be 
an inconvenience with which one must 
reckon. 

Pictures to be pierced (salesboa:ds) 
are presented in unbelievable quantities: 
the shapes, the names and colors are of 
an astounding variety and type. 

These are the principal categories or 
classes of machines which were noted in 
the greatest numbers. 

I noticed, too, a very attractive base- 
ball game, an excellently interesting 
item, for a country where this sport is 
played; a roulette which pays auto- 
matically; a game of horse racing, which 
Pays off automatically; an electric photo- 
graph machine, a revolving crane, a 


pin billiard merchandise vending ma- 
chine, etc. 


Indoor Golf May 
Be Coin-Operated 


CHICAGO, March 6.—A British indoor 
golf machine which the English manu- 
facturers claim cost more than 20,000 
pounds sterling to produce has been 
brought to Chicago by Leslie G. Ander- 
son, representing Lester H. White, of 
New York, owner of the North American 
manufacturing and distributing rights, 
which White secured from the Spot- 
light Golf Company, Ltd., of London.. 


The machine was recently on display 
for one week at Wanamaker’s in New 
York, where a match was played between 
Long Jim Barnes and Jerome Travers 
for the Spotlight Golf trophy, which was 
won by Barnes. 


The remarkable thing about the ma- 
chine, according to Anderson, is the fact 
that it reproduces indoors every thrill 
and shot actually played outdoors. 
“Professional and amateur golfers are 
amazed at the machine’s almost human 
perfection, indicating not only the dis- 
tance of the shot played but also - 
direction,” he said. 


“Many prominent amusement machine 
operators, distributors and manufac- 
turers,” Anderson said, “have evidenced 
interest in Spotlight Golf in regard to 
its possibilities for the coin-operated 
field.” 

Anderson states that as yet no com- 
mitments have been made either in re- 
gard to manufacturing or distributing 
rights, but that the purpose of bringing 
the machine to Chicago is to ascertain 
in the heart of the coin-operated tn- 
dustry the amount of real interest Spot- 
light Golf may have in this country. 

The English company, it is stated, 
has been very successful in selling units 
to golf clubs, department stores, steam- 
ships, individuals, hotels and several 
other fields. It is estimated that the 
American market would use at least 
25,000 units. The machine requires a 
space of 16 feet in length and approxi- 
mately 12 feet in width and 10 feet in 
height. The English model is not coin- 
operated, but the manufacturers claim it 
can easily be adapted to a coin slot. 


In the coin-operated model it is ex- 
pected that each of the nine holes in 
the standard course will become playable 
as soon as a coin registers in the slot. 
Then the player is able to make his 
shots. Each hole is limited to from 
five to seven shots. When the last shot 
is taken the machine automatically 
would shut down until the next coin is 
inserted. The mechanism cannot be 
changed or interfered with. 


Spotlight is the first game to faith- 
fully reproduce the outdoor game itself. 
The player uses ordinary golf clubs and 
a regular ball, the only difference being 
that the distance he drives is indicated 
electrically on the mat of the hole being 
played instead of the outdoor course. 
The progress of the player’s ball is 
shown by an electric spotlight which 
travels on the mat until the force of the 
Player’s stroke is exhausted. Then the 
ball stops and the player makes his next 
shot from that spot under the exact 
conditions existing on the course. If his

ball is in a trap or bunker he has to 
lift it out with a niblick or spoon shot, 
and this is done exactly as on the out- 
door course. 

Spotlight is intensively competitive, as 
two or four players may compete against 
each other. Two balls are in play at 
the same time. An important feature of 
Spotlight is the fact that the golf fan 
can play the famous courses of the world 
or his own course can be reproduced 
for him. One of the most important 
features to the player is that he hits 
the ball when playing Spotlight with 
the same force and exactly the same 
way as he does when playing a regular 
outdoor game, but he has to be very 
careful of his direction or he will get 
off the fairway just as he does in real 
golf. 

Another important thing about Spot- 
light is that it is appealing to women, 
many of whom are fine utters.

Three Licenses 
Are Confusing 


MIAMI, March 6.—The coin machine 
situation here assumes national interest, 
as it operates under a State law for 
licensing machines of all types, includ- 
ing the well-known slot or bell machine. 
It is an experiment which will be watched 
by officials in many other States, and also 
by the coin machine industry in general. 
At present the situation here is some- 
what confusing and hence the bad points 
in the law are coming to the front with 
emphasis. Many are ready to declare the 
law a failure when it should be carefully 
studied to determine what are the proper 
regulations for the license control of 
such machines. 

Opponents of slot machines have taken 
advantage of the confused situation to 
press their disapproval of the machines. 
Unlicensed machines in large numbers 
have caused much trouble and the plac- 
ing of coin chutes on roulette tables 
served to bring the weaknesses of the 
law into public view. Many people think 
that somebody with experience and au- 
thority to speak for the coin machine 
industry should come to the front and 
present the ethical views of the trade 
on the situation. 

One of the leading operators here in 
discussing the situation with the writer 
said: “The gist of the trouble with slots 
in Miami is the fact that three licenses 
are required—State, county and city. 
The number of licenses issued by these 
three departments do not jibe owing to 
laxity of keeping records. None of the 
departments seem to know just where 
they are and each blames the other for 
the over-plus of machines, State law 
says that there shall be one machine to 
ea certain number of inhabitants. This 
fact allowed them to issue a certain num-

ber of licenses. All were issued—a cer- 
tain number to each county. These 
licenses are not transferable from one 
county to another, but the law does not 
say that they can’t be transferred from 
place to place within the county or the 
city. 

“In many cases, owing to poor loca- 
tions, the closing of business and other 
causes, Machines have been moved to 
new locations by the operators without 
the sanction of the authorities, I’m no 
better than the other fellows. I have 
done this, too, as I think that it is my 
right. The John Laws say different, but 
each department says different in a dif- 
ferent way. Nobody knows and they are 
all playing politics. 

“Believe it or not, the machines in 
Miami this year have been a godsend 
to many places of business, as well as to 
realtors. Location owners in many cases 
have told me that were it not for the 
slots that they would have had to close 
their places of business, with a con- 
sequent empty spot in the hands of the 
realtors, 

“Where we have been permitted to 
operate in peace business has been uni- 
formly good. We are all well satisfied 
with the season in general, We have been 
exceedingly careful not to place the ma- 
chines in unwanted places—near schools, 
churches, playgrounds and other places 
that might be considered objectionable. 
We have observed the law to the best of 
our knowledge. We are not gangsters in 
any sense of the word, as we have often 
been called. Our business is just as 
legitimate as a bank. We are operating 
legally and we don’t like the nasty pub- 
licity that is being given to our busi- 
ness by a lot of political ladder climbers.” 

When asked if he thought that a con- 
tinuation of the law would be asked for 
from the State Legislature (the law ex- 
pires November 1 this year), he said, 
“I do not know, but I think that some 
way will be tried to continue the opera- 
tion of these devices.”

for several years and chances are it 
will not become law during the pres- 
ent session, men engaged in the han- 
dling of performers of any kind re- 
called vital items that would result if 
such a bill were enacted. Many booking 
agents and operators, fearful of the re- 
sults, communicated immediately with 
their respective Senators and Represen- 
tatives in Washington in an attempt to 
dissuade passage of the bill. 


Altho the Dickstein Bill is obviously 
intended to prohibit the importation of 
many motion picture stars as well as 
certain classes of operatic and legitimate 
stage artists who have been recipients of 
fabulous salaries, vaudeville and outdoor 
attraction men are realizing the dangers 
threatening the existence of their busi- 
ness if the bill were to effect all per- 
formers. As it now reads the bill does 
just that. 


It is the opinion of most showmen 
that the intentions of the Dickstein Bill 
are merited from the point of view of the 
sponsors, but on the other hand there is 
a definite feeling that the character of 
the outdoor business is of a unique na- 
ture and for many years has depended 
upon a constant variety of novelty acro- 
batic and flash acts, many of which, un- 
fortunately, seem to have their origin in 
foreign nations. It is also pointed out 
that were the United States to prohibit 
European and Oriental acts to come to 
this country for work it would be merely 
a matter of time before other nations 
would reciprocate by forbidding the use 
of American talent in foreign bills, a 
field that currently provides the only 
source of winter work for many of the 
acts seen on our circuses and at our fairs 
and parks during the summer. 

Among those who sent letters of pro- 
test to Washington this week is George 
A. Hamid, New York attraction booker 
and outdoor producer, who controls one 
of the largest agencies in the country 
and who has been a vital factor in mak- 
ing outdoor acts available to the Amer- 
ican public thru appearances at fairs, 
parks and circuses. Hamid feels that the 
bill undoubtedly has merit in some re- 
spects but he feels that it should not 
affect performers in the outdoor fields. 
He says: “. . I am convinced that 
the fair, park and circus business has 
contributed a great deal to the entertain- 
ment and education, as well as to the 
progress of the country, due to the fact 
that they cater to and entertain chiefly 
children and farmers as well as the labor- 
ing classes. The performers we import 
usually receive no more than a laborer’s 
wage for services rendered and take very 
little out of the country, and in some 
cases bring in more than they take out.” 

Hamid went on to say that it stands 
to reason that if foreign acts are for- 
bidden work in this country it is natural 
to assume that American acts will like- 
wise be barred on the other side of the 
Atlantic. 

Pointing out the importance of 
foreign fields to American acts at the 
present time, chiefly due to the decline 
of domestic vaudeville, Hamid says: “I

Royal Races Off 
At Winning Pace 


CHICAGO, March 6.—The new prin- 
ciple of selecting odds incorporated in 
Royal Races, product of Pacific, is said 
to be meeting with considerable ap- 
proval on the part of operators. 

The game is described as being a huge 
wheel-like arrangement inlaid with red, 
blue, green, yellow, purple and various 
other colored light-up panels between 
mirror-like spokes. There are 15 in all, 
each one designated by a numerical odds- 
value. Then around the outside of the 
wheel effect is a series of panels, each 
representing a combination of the inside 
light-up panels. When coin is inserted 
inside lights appear in various forma- 
tions, showing from 2 to 15 of the lights 
in beautiful colors. This animation con- 
tinues for a few seconds. Then sud- 
denly the lights stop. As many as 15 
different odds-values or as few as two 
may be left for the player to attempt 
with each coin played. 


Paul Bennett, general sales manager 
of the company, reports the game as 
being exceptionally well received: that 
samples had been out in distributors’ 
hands but a few days when the initial 
run of 1,000 Royal Races was completely 
sold out, necessitating going into much 
greater production than anticipated. 


His description of Pacific’s assembly 
lines portrays long lines of busy work- 
men standing shoulder to shoulder, their 
nimble and skilled fingers building and 
permanently adjusting each working part 
which goes into the finished machine.

tion when action is contemplated. Com- 
mittee must approve the bill for passage 
to the floor of the Assembly if it is to 
come before that body for consideration. 
It is believed at the capitol that the 
bill will not materialize into law. 

In brief, Flint’s bill provides a manda- 
tory $250-a-day license upon all travel- 
ing shows not exhibited in a regularly 
established theater. In addition counties 
are empowered to assess an additional 
tax to a $200 maximum, cities to a $125 
maximum. 

The State board of equalization, tax 
control and administrative power, would 
issue licenses and collect the licenses— 
by suits if necessary. In effect the 


board of equalization could refuse to 
license any show. 

Only exceptions are church, civic and 
fraternal shows given in one locality 
or artists performing in their legally 
established home city.

OMAHA, Neb., March 6.—The agitation 
against bank nights in movie houses 
here, led by the local press and the 
mayor, has apparently been widened to 
affect coin machine operators. The mayor 
condemned cigaret machines recently, 
but the city council turned down his 
ordinance barring them and passed a 
license tax of $5 on each cigaret machine 
instead. 

The $5 fee was half of the fee pro- 
posed in a previous ordinance. Amuse- 
ment machines have not been included 
in the agitation but operators of the 
machines fear they will be included at 
an early date.

dice,” which means that Momand can 

start another suit on the same allega- 

tions. 

Momand had claimed that because 
of combinations and understandings 
existing between distributors and ex- 
hibitors he had been unable to secure 
films at an equitable price. The case 
had been ordered dismissed in the U. S. 
District Court because of the refusal of 
Momand to amend his petition as the 
court had ordered. The case went to 
the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals, which 
entered the order dismissing the case. 
The Circuit Court did not try the merits 
of the case, but concerned itself only 
with the dismissal order of the lower 
court. 

The case was transferred to Denver 
when a Circuit Court judge died in 
Oklahoma City on the opening day of 
the hearing. 

Momand’s mother, Loretta L. Momand, 
of Boston, has started action there to re- 
cover triple damages from film dis- 
tributors on charge of “unlawful com- 
bination and conspiracy to restrain and 
to monopolize interstate trade and com- 
merce in motion picture films.” Mrs. 
Momand operated a theater at Shawnee, 
Okla., but filed her suit in Boston be- 
cause it is her home. The distributors, 
however, have petitioned to have the 
trial take place in Oklahoma City, 
pointing out the huge expense involved 
if the case is tried in Boston.

dred interests have settled down for a 


hard fight against increased levies 
against their respective products. Coin 
machines, drinks, theaters, horse and 


dog racing are all before the Maine 
Legislature in one form or another. 

Hard liquors have been taxed 10 per 
cent as an emergency means of raising 
funds to continue old-age payments. 
Beer interests are seeking to revoke an 
emergency 16 cents per gallon tax on 
beer levied as a means of cutting down 
the State deficiency which the present 
administration claims to have inherited 
from its predecessor. 

One of the first bills introduced at the 
current session was one to legalize dog 
racing at Old Orchard Beach. However, 
the bill is generally opposed and noth- 
ing has been heard of it since its 
introduction. 

Slot machines are the brunt of two 
bills. The Willey Bill would impose a 
distributor’s license, a license on each 
machine and a $10 lessee fee per ma- 
chine. Pending, too, is the Payson Bill, 
which calls for a $500 distributor’s li- 
cense fee, $50 per machine with a 200- 
machine limit and a $10 lessee fee. Pin 
games are now subject to a $10 per 
machine tax. State police, acting un- 
der instructions from the tax assessor’s 
office, hold that they are legal and do 
not seize them. 

A 1-cent per admission tax on theater 
tickets is being opposed by theater 
managers, who feel that they are being 
imposed upon, since they pay the usual 
property and other taxes. Every session 
of Legislature in recent years has 
brought talk of legalizing Sunday 
movies, and this session is no exception.

“The coin machine situation in Tulsa 
may be a headache to you, but it’s been 
One to me, too. I’m convinced the peo- 
ple of Tulsa do not want the marble 
boards eliminated. I think that you 
would find the boards favored from 10 
to 20 to 1. I don’t want you to pass an 
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ordinance in violation of State law, but 
I feel that the solution to our problem 
would be to license the conventional 
marble boards. 


“At least 150 families are dependent 
on these boards for a living, while many 
merchants benefit directly from them. 
Oklahoma City outlawed them once, but 
today I am told at least 1,000 boards 
are in operation there. 


“There have been complaints that 
school children waste their money on 
the boards. I believe the city could reg- 
ulate the boards, prohibit them from 
being placed in school areas, prohibit 
anyone under 21 playing them and reg- 
ulate the type of machines operated. 
The city could derive a good revenue 
from licensing these machines. I don’t 
believe there is a town of 10,000 in 
Oklahoma which doesn’t have them.”—
